“What it all boils down to is that 
he was simply a fine human being,” 
Ross continued. “A more generous 
person you couldn’t find.”

Shockey, but true, in

I t was a longtime friend of Mayor Willie 
Brown who asked the burning question 
on many people’s minds at a recent 
forum for supervisorial candidates from 
District 10, where 47-year-old Larry Shock¬ 
ey has entered the crowded race to be on the 
San Francisco Board of Supervisors. 

“Charlie Walker asked the non-black can¬ 
didates how we could represent a black dis¬ 
trict,” reported Shockey, an openly gay man 
who is of European descent. “A lot of people 
thought the question was racist, but a lot of 
my friends ask it, too.” 

Whites are in the minority in the sprawl¬ 
ing district anchored by Bayview-Hunters 
Point along the Bay, Potrero Hill to the north, 
Portola and Silver Terrace, and part of Visita- 
cion Valley in the south. African Americans 
comprise the largest group in the district. 

Shockey, an attorney in private practice 
and a homeowner in District 10 for eight 
years, said that he responded to Walker, who 
has been embroiled in a minority-contract¬ 
ing scandal under investigation by the FBI, 
that he has many of the same problems ac¬ 
cessing services that other residents have. 

“I can’t get a taxi when I need one. I can’t 



get a pizza delivered. I can’t get on the bus eas¬ 
ily to get to downtown. My bank and my gro¬ 
cery store are across town,” Shockey told the 
Bay Area Reporter in a September 11 interview. 
“And if I had kids, they’d have to go across 
town to get to school. I don’t think of myself as 
a gay white man living in the district.” 

And if anyone else thinks of him that way,

he said, “I certainly don’t think I have Char¬ 
lie’s vote.” 

While race may be a factor in the cam¬ 
paign, the candidate nevertheless said that he 
has experienced no homophobia from the 
other candidates or residents. Yet sexuality- 
based voting also will not help his candidacy 
much, as Shockey estimates that openly gay 
or lesbian residents make up just 1 or 2 per¬ 
cent of the district. 

Running on a platform emphasizing eq¬ 
uitable access to city services, Shockey said he 
wants more of the district’s tax base used to 
support programs in the area, which has one 
of the highest unemployment rates and the 
lowest median income in the city. 

“This district has been needy and under¬ 
served for the last 40 or 50 years,” said Shock¬ 
ey, noting that 54 percent of the district’s res¬ 
idents are property tax-paying homeowners 
- a higher percentage than anywhere else in 
the city. “Millions and millions of dollars go 
to downtown interests.” 

“It’s no wonder we have youth gang prob¬ 
lems,” he said. 

In particular, Shockey said that he wants 
more city programs directed at young people 
in the district, including a network of child 
care centers, after-school programs in city

A teacher for a change 

Candidate brings experience to race

here’s not a lot of lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, and transgen- 

m der attention directed to¬ 
ward the school board race, but 
there should be. For as much as 
the San Francisco Board of Edu¬ 
cation is about ensuring that the 
next generation grows up in¬ 
formed and committed to action, 
the campaign is also yet another 
reflection of how big money has 
influenced this city in something 
as basic as education. 

It’s time to change the politics 
behind our school system, says 
Mark Sanchez, one of four known 
openly gay school board candi¬ 
dates, and one of two with public 
school experience. Believe it or not, 
there has not been an actual public 
school teacher on the school board 
since Tom Ammiano served in the 
early 1990s. That and the fact that 
there are a few dirty deals lurking 
in the shadows was enough to pro¬ 
pel Sanchez into the race. 

Sanchez, an eight-year resident 
of the Mission District with the 
past seven years invested in the 
San Francisco Unified School Dis¬ 
trict, is an activist, teacher, leader, 
and progressive, endorsed by both 
Ammiano and Matt Gonzales, the 
former district attorney candidate 
now running for supervisor in 
District 5. Sanchez taught until 
June, and is now enrolled in the 
Ph.D. program at the University of 
California, Berkeley, studying ed¬ 
ucation policy with a focus on 
urban school finance. 

His message is simple: fight for 
what is right, no matter what. He 
is a founding member of Teach- 
ers4Change, the group now fa¬ 
mous for its demonstrations last 
fall in which teachers had to beg 
on the streets for school supplies. 
His efforts there - combined with 
his relentless advocacy for teacher 
raises - earned him the disdain of 
his own union, which wanted to

advocate for less of a pay increase. 
This was a move that would ulti¬ 
mately hurt the students, accord¬ 
ing to Sanchez. 

“Up until last year, San Francis¬ 
co was starting its teachers at 
$31,000 a year,” Sanchez explained. 
“How do they expect to attract 
and keep the best teachers if they 
can’t even afford to live here?” 

Additionally, since “all the 
good teachers” spend about 
$1,000 a year of their own money 
on supplies for their kids, Sanchez 
advocated for the schools to start 
spending more on the basics, like 
pencils and paper. 

“They spent $19.85 per student 
per year, and that wasn’t changed 
for 19 years,” said Sanchez. That 
minimum is now up to about $40 
per student. 

Sanchez was also involved in 
the fight against Proposition 21, 
the ballot-initiative-turned-law 
that would incarcerate his students 
for acts that many believe deserve 
intervention and rehabilitation. 
Teachers4Change will host a din¬ 
ner tomorrow (Friday, September 
15), from 6-8 p.m. at 65 9th Street 
to help build partnerships between 
students and adults in the fight to 
“educate, not incarcerate.” 


Most disturbing to Sanchez are 
the backroom city deals that put 
money into the hands of the pow¬ 
erful at the expense of the chil¬ 
dren. He’s talking about privatiza¬ 
tion, which is where a company 
moves in to take control of a 
school, gets money from the state, 
and turns a profit by not spending 
as much on the basics. Who would 
be for such a plan? Anyone with a 
financial stake in corporations like 
the Gap, which is a major sup¬ 
porter of the Edison Project, the 
company now running a Noe Val¬ 
ley elementary school. It should 
be noted that Edison usually re¬ 
fuses to run schools in states that 
have such a poor track record in 
pupil spending (California ranks 
41st in the nation), but business 
deals with San Francisco investors 
allowed an exception. And it’s al¬ 
most no surprise that this experi¬ 
ment is at a school with predomi¬ 
nately minority students. If 
Sanchez is elected, the board will 
finally have the majority needed 
to combat such measures, he said. 

“The existing school board 
voted for privatization, and we 
lost 20 teachers last year because 
of it,” said Sanchez. “That should 
tell them something.” 

“The issues of the classroom 
should always be up front. The 
people making policy are not al¬ 
ways aware of those issues. I be¬ 
lieve I’m the candidate to bring 
them to the table.” 

San Francisco voters will soon 
be asked to choose four candi¬ 
dates from among 12 who are 
running. Sanchez hopes that come 
November, voters make their 
choices wisely. T

School board candidate 
wants to end infighting

*|Pi hough he’s lived in San Fran- 
j cisco for just two years, 
m David Parker wants voters to 
know that if he’s elected to the San 
Francisco Board of Education, he 
will beef up accountability when 
it comes to the school district’s fi¬ 
nances, which are by most ac¬ 
counts in shambles. 

The openly gay Parker, 24, is 
running a grassroots campaign, 
and he’s got clear goals and visions 
about how to improve the school 
district. One of the first things 
he’d do is end the infighting. 

“After the 1998 election, I start¬ 
ed to read more reports about our 
failing school board, and that 
more and more out’ students were 
being verbally harassed,” Parker 
said. After that, he started attend¬ 
ing school board meetings. “I was 
horrified and angered when I saw 
how our parents and teachers 
were treated. When the time came 
for the public to address the 
school board, a few members of 
the school board left the room.

Another talked on his cellular 
phone. Another looked into space 
with a bored look,” Parker said. 

“The teachers and parents were 
outraged and the school board 
members don’t care, because they 
think they will be re-elected, no 
matter what. They are wrong. This 
is why I am running.” 

There are four seats up this 


November and two incumbents - 
Juanita Owens and Steve Phillips 
- are not seeking re-election, so 
there will be at least two new 
board members from a field of 12 
candidates. Parker is one of four 
openly gay candidates in the race. 

“I think that people in the 
‘Generation X’ community are 
misrepresented and underrepre¬ 
sented in the community and in 
politics,” Parker told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “I think the candidates 
are out of touch with gay people 
and it’s time to put fresh faces on 
the school board.” 

Parker is currently going 
through the application process 
for the San Francisco Police De¬ 
partment. He also volunteers with 
the Stop AIDS Project. And, since 
February, he’s been campaigning; 
Parker said he will raise between 
$3,000-$5,000 for the race. 

Before moving to San Francis¬ 
co, Parker lived in Annapolis, 
Maryland for three years. During 
that time, he volunteered at sever¬ 
al nonprofit organizations and

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Late-night club 
advocates hope poll

T he San Francisco Late Night 
Coalition hopes a newly re¬ 
leased poll will help bolster 
political support for the some¬ 
times embattled all-night dance 
clubs. 

On Monday, September 11, the 
coalition held a news conference 
in City Hall to release the poll re¬ 
sults showing widespread support 
for late night entertainment 
venues. Among the key findings: 

• Sixty percent of those sur¬ 
veyed agreed that clubs should be 
allowed to stay open past 2 a.m. as 
long as they didn’t serve alcohol. 

• Fifty-six percent said they 
would be more likely to vote for a 
candidate for supervisor if the 
candidate pledged to work to pro¬ 
tect nightclubs and live music 
venues from closing. 

• Eighty-six percent agreed that 
music and dance clubs are an im¬ 
portant multicultural institution. 
• Sixty percent said the permit 


Drug 
education 
goes to gay 
clubs this 
weekend

T he Sisters of Perpetual Indul¬ 
gence and DanceSafe will be 
combining forces this week¬ 
end to distribute harm reduction 
drug education cards for the first 
time at gay clubs. 

“Right now our plan is to visit 
the lines at Endup and the Cafe on 
Friday, Club Universe on Saturday, 
and possibly gay/lesbian day at 
Waterworld on Sunday,” organizer 
Will Roscoe told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “This occurs against the 
backdrop of a continuing police 
crackdown on SOMA clubs, which 
has made it difficult to launch 
drug education and harm reduc¬ 
tion work in these venues. 

“Just this past Saturday, I wit¬ 
nessed a friend of mine carried out 
of Club Universe unconsciousness 
- another drug overdose. This hap¬ 
pens two, three times, even more, 
every weekend. DanceSafe has 
been pioneer in developing non- 
judgmental drug education. The 
Sisters, of course, have a long his¬ 
tory of harm reduction and edu¬ 
cation work,” Roscoe said. 

The distribution is being spon¬ 
sored by an ad hoc coalition of the 
Sisters, DanceSafe, and klubz.com, 
a Web site devoted to the local 
dance music scene. Roscoe writes 
the PartyWise column on harm re¬ 
duction for klubz.com. 

Roscoe hopes this weekend will 
be the beginning of a continued 
campaign in the gay dance com¬ 
munity. 

“We’re hoping to inspire more 
people to get involved in this work 
and to do it on an ongoing basis,” 
he said. V

“These findings prove what 
we’ve been saying all along,” said 
SFLNC political organizer Nick 
Fynn. “San Francisco is proud to 
be a nighttime city. Clubs are a 
vital part of our social fabric and 
deserve the same level of respect 
we give to other San Francisco in¬ 
dustries.” 

The press conference was at¬ 
tended by Supervisor Mark Leno 
and 6th District supervisor candi¬ 
dates Joan Roughgarden and 
Hank Wilson. 

Leno said the poll was more 
validation for his work to establish 
an entertainment commission that 
would take over the permit process 
from the Police Department. 

Roughgarden and Wilson told 
the Bay Area Reporter they strong¬ 
ly support Leno’s plan. 


“Anything that we can do to 
support the late-night industry 
will help magnetize tourists, that’s 
what fuels our economy,” said 
Wilson. 

The poll found only 8 percent 
of respondents said they were fre¬ 
quently bothered by loud music 
from clubs. The survey said that 
car alarms were the worst noise 
annoyance with 56 percent of 
those surveyed saying they were 
frequently bothered by them; car 
horns were a close second at 56 
percent, followed by police and 
emergency vehicles at 50 percent. 

The survey of 400 likely San 
Francisco voters was conducted 
last month by the David Binder 
Research polling firm. Fynn told 
the B.A.R. that the poll cost 
SFLNC between $11,000 and 
$12,000. The survey had a margin 
of error of 4.9 percent. Seventy- 
five percent of those polled said 
they were heterosexual, 11 percent 
identified as gay, 3 percent as bi¬ 
sexual, 2 percent as lesbian, 1 per¬ 
cent “other,” and 9 percent refused

He re¬ 
places Rebecca Prozan, the liaison 
for the past two years. But Ozoa, 
who is half-Filipino, will fulfill ex¬ 
tended duties, representing LGBT 
people and residents of District 8, 
as well as San Francisco’s Filipino 
community. 

“It’s a lot of work,” Ozoa told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “But it’s 
going pretty well, and I’m enjoy¬ 
ing it. I like helping people.” 

Ozoa joined the mayor’s staff 
on August 7, after a brief stint with 
a dot-com company that robbed 
his soul but gave him a much- 
needed break from activism. Prior 
to that, he oversaw the HIV pre¬ 
vention program at Lavender 
Youth Recreation and Information 
Center for two years. He comes to 
the liaison position as “very green 
... I wasn’t too familiar with the 
position, but I believe that can be 
asset on certain levels. I have a 
community background, rather 
than a political one.” 

He is a five-year resident of the 
Castro, which comes in handy 
when it’s time to work in con¬ 
junction with the district’s neigh¬ 
bors. 

“I know a lot of people there

already,” he said. 

Ozoa’s duties include navigat¬ 
ing people through complex city 
processes, acting as a moderator 
between constituents, and sniffing 
around - sometimes literally - for 
problems that need addressing. 

“I did a walk-through of the 
Castro last week and found some 
areas that smelled like urine,” he 
said. “That needs attention. There 
are also some signs that need up¬ 
dating ... that kind of thing.” 

There are also “a lot of con¬ 
stituent issues that seem to have 
been left behind. I’m working on 
catching up on that stuff.” 

One such issue is the ongoing 
battle over a proposed queer 
youth shelter for 2500 Market 
Street. Ozoa said he is working 
with neighbors to address their 


concerns. 

Another duty of his is meeting 
and greeting those who live on the 
streets of the Castro. 

“I give them my card and offer 
my assistance,” he said. “I already 
know many of them by name.” 

The mayor told the B.A.R. that 
he is “very pleased” Ozoa has 
joined his staff. “I am told that 
Lawrence, as a gay Filipino, is the 
first person of color to serve as the 
mayor’s liaison to this important 
and strong community. His past 
involvement with gay and lesbian 
youth and HIV prevention ser¬ 
vices as well as his appreciation of 
the community’s diversity will be 
tremendous assets,” said Brown. 

For Ozoa, the position offers 
him an opportunity to do what he 
loves to do and put his communi¬ 
ties’ concerns at the top of the to- 
do list. 

“I am a non-biased opinion in 
the mayor’s office that con¬ 
stituents can come to voice con¬ 
cerns,” said Ozoa. “But I find I do 
have to remind people I am just 
the liaison, that my power is limit¬ 
ed. Still, I want my process to be as 
transparent as possible. While I 
may have to say no to certain 
things by virtue of my job duties, 
I’m all about education, and if 
there’s a way to change things I’ll 
help people find the appropriate 
routes.” T

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L eave it to the Netherlands, long a 
champion of equal rights for gays, to 
deliver stunning news this week - 
same-sex couples are now allowed to 
marry legally. Under a law that passed 109 
to 33 on Tuesday, gay and lesbian couples, 
who previously had the right to register as 
domestic partners in that country, are now 
able to become full-fledged spouses and 
will be able to adopt Dutch children. 

By granting full equality to same-sex 
couples, the Dutch lawmakers’ landmark 
decision has gone further than those in any 
other country. Of course, along with the 
right to marry and adopt kids comes the 
right to divorce, and that too, will be han¬ 
dled in court just like it is with heterosex¬ 
ual couples. 

“We will be able to call it what it is and 
that’s marriage,” said Henk Krol, editor of 
the Gay Krant magazine. 

According to news reports, lawmakers 
thumped their desks in approval after the 
vote, and some of the scores of people in 
the packed public gallery applauded and 
embraced. What a scene it must have been. 

The historic vote was supported by all 
three parliamentary factions in the gov¬ 
erning coalition, and only a few small 
Christian parties voiced opposition during 
the emotional and often heated three-day 
debate over the bill. Naturally, those op¬ 
posed to the marriage law voiced concern 
over the future of that bedrock institution 
known as marriage. One lawmaker, Kees 
van der Straaij, went so far as to say that the 
bill will create “a world without founda¬ 
tions ... where the historical understand¬ 
ing of marriage is torn from its roots.” 

We say, hats off to the Dutch. As we all 
know, getting equal rights (like the ability 
to marry if we want to) has been exceed¬ 
ingly difficult in this country. In Califor¬ 
nia, voters passed the anti-gay Proposition 
22 that defines marriage as being between 
one man and one woman. Thirty-one 
other states have similar laws that prohibit 
same-sex marriages, with more expected to 
pass in the upcoming election. And let’s 
not forget the chilling Defense of Marriage 
Act that Republican lawmakers shoved 
through Congress and that President Clin¬ 


ton signed. 

What will it take for same-sex couples 
to achieve equal rights in the U.S.? It will 
take more fair-minded people being elect¬ 
ed at all levels of government, and it will 
take education. 

A lot of education. 

A case in point is Vermont and 
what is happening in that state 
since the civil unions law went 
into effect in July. Vermont had 
its primary election Tuesday, 
September 12, and several lawmak¬ 
ers who supported the civil union bill 
were defeated. During the past 
several weeks, some commu¬ 
nities in the New England 
state waged a nasty, homo- 
phobic battle with those op¬ 
posed to civil unions putting up anti-gay 
placards. In some towns, the anti-gay dis¬ 
plays were so overwhelming that gay and 
lesbian residents, who had moved to Ver¬ 
mont precisely because of its “live and let 
live” attitude, feared for their safety and 
feared becoming outcasts in a state that 


prides itself on independence and the in¬ 
dividual spirit. 

Thankfully, the news in Vermont is not 
all bad. Thomas Little, the House Judiciary 
Committee chairman who was a chief au¬ 
thor of the civil union law, survived a chal¬ 
lenge. And, Vermont made history Tuesday 
when Ed Flanagan, the openly gay 
state auditor, narrowly won the De¬ 
mocratic primary for the U.S. Senate. 
Flanagan will now face incumbent 
Senator James Jeffords in the Novem¬ 
ber election. 

The contrast is striking between 
^ laws affecting gays and lesbians 
in this country and those in 
European countries like Swe¬ 
den and Norway, where do¬ 
mestic partner registrations 
have wide acceptance, and the Netherlands. 
It once again brings to mind that while 
America may see itself to be the world su¬ 
perpower, the country has not shown en¬ 
lightened leadership when it comes to 
granting full equality to lesbians, gays, bi¬ 
sexuals, and transgenders. T 
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Not our library branches, too

P roposition A, a $105.9 million bond 
issue on the November 7 ballot, is bad 
for San Francisco, bad for our neigh¬ 
borhoods, and bad for our libraries. 

The catch phrase that the proponents of 
Proposition A are using is “Let’s Finish the 
Job.” When the voters understand what they 
mean by that, they will certainly reject the 
continuing destruction of our libraries. 

Perhaps it is no coincidence that hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of books were thrown 
out in the move to the New Main. This was 
after promising the voters that the New 
Main would allow for 30 years of growth in 
the book collection. 

Perhaps it is no coincidence that search¬ 
ing for books at the New Main involves 
going through scattered shelves and then 
through up to eight unsorted book carts 
that may contain a month’s worth of un¬ 
shelved books. 

Perhaps it is no coincidence that a recent 
study of the New Main states that the time 
it takes to find a book in the New Main is 
four and a half times that of comparable li¬ 
braries. 

Even more seriously, perhaps it is no co¬ 
incidence that with a library budget of $48.8 
million this year, the book budget is not 
back to where it was five years ago when the 
budget was $33.2 million. 

Perhaps it is no coincidence the library 
accepted a grant from Bill Gates of $262,000 
and that this “gift” of Windows terminals re¬ 
quires the library to spend more than $3 
million in rewiring over the next three years 
and then to maintain and “replace” that 
“gift” in perpetuity at whatever expense. 

Perhaps it is no coincidence that in 1995, 
the first year of the implementation of 


Proposition E, the library budget went from 
$20.7 million to $33.2 million, a 60 percent 
increase, and the hours went from 754 to 
1,112, a 47 percent increase. The library 
budget is now $48.8 million, an increase 
over 1995 of 47 percent. Yet the library 
hours were increased by zero. 

Perhaps it is no coincidence that in a 
publicly funded survey San Francisco res¬ 
idents expressed an overwhelming 
preference for Saturday hours. Yet a 
number of branches have lost Sat¬ 
urday hours. The branches that lost 
a Saturday hour - in some cases 
gaining a weekday morning and 
other cases not - were Anza, Eure¬ 
ka Valley, Ingleside, North Beach, 

Ocean View, Potrero, and 
Visitation Valley. 

Perhaps it is no coinci¬ 
dence that while the total 
budget increased by $3.3 million from last 
year, the branch services suffered a net loss 
of $166,601 from last year. It is common 
knowledge that the overwhelming majority 
of the library budget is staff salaries, and in¬ 
deed we find a net increase in library em¬ 
ployees from last year of 13.5. This increase 
was accomplished by increasing administra¬ 
tion and the main library by 24 employees 
and reducing branches by 10.5 employees. 

It is not a coincidence because the under¬ 
lying problem is not a mystery. The San Fran¬ 
cisco Public Library is dominated by a pri¬ 
vate, supposedly nonprofit Library Founda¬ 
tion that runs the library in the service of so¬ 
cialites and salesmen. At the same time it acts 
as a conduit for corporate and big money in¬ 
terests in open contempt for the public com¬ 
munity interests. This has resulted in an out¬ 
rageous commercialization and privatization 
of our public library. That being true, let’s re¬ 
ally take our analysis to the next level. 


A recent study of the New Main found 
that “it is therefore not whether mistakes 
were made, but whether the perspective of 
the design team and the perspective of those 
who currently operate the facility were con¬ 
gruent.” Yet those same incongruent policies 
are assured to continue because the notori¬ 
ous Library Foundation is putting up the 
money for the “Branch Facilities Plan” to 
the tune of $196,200, even though that plan 
is supposed to be a public plan. 

That same “Branch Facilities Plan” will 
be coordinated by notorious pri- 
vatization advocate Dallas Shaf¬ 
fer. Her salary is not included in 
the $196,200 because she was 
selected separately and will be 
paid separately by the Li¬ 
brary Foundation. Ms. 
Shaffer was quoted in the 
press in defense of her 
role in privatizing the Riverside Public Li¬ 
brary, “It [outsourcing library service to a 
private corporation] represents a prototype 
of what other government units may soon 
be doing who are already, without a second 
thought, outsourcing garbage collection 
and hospital services.” 

Your vote on the bonds will be interpret¬ 
ed as your ratification of the future course 
of this commercialized and privatized li¬ 
brary. If you think a library should be pub¬ 
lic and democratic, to vote against the li¬ 
brary bonds is your obligation. 

Don’t give them a reward for ruining our 
public library. Vote No on Proposition A. 
Vote No on the library bonds. ▼

A light in the darkness 

As a member of MCC and a supporter of Matt’s 
Place, my anger and sadness deepen every time I read 
another article in the B.A.R. about this queer youth 
shelter. At every step of the way you have attacked 
MCC and the shelter workers. You have twisted the 
words of every public statement made by MCC staff 
in regard to the shelter to insinuate that they are try¬ 
ing to hide the truth and cover up some ulterior, sin¬ 
ister motive. And you wonder why your calls are not 
being returned? 

The stated reason for the closure of the shelter is 
the actual reason for the closure of the shelter - 
MCC’s facilities are not adequate to support this shel¬ 
ter in the long term. The shelter was moved from 
Golden Gate MCC to MCC-SF, funded by MCC, and 
operated by MCC staff because that was the only way 
to keep the shelter open in the short term - city fund¬ 
ing was being discontinued. Nobody else offered to 
help, including the B.A.R., despite the fact that, ac¬ 
cording to an August 31 article you do give money to 
local social service organizations [“B.A.R. donates 
$4,000 to local groups”]. Curtis Oliver’s death was not 
mentioned as a reason for the shelter’s closure because 
it was not a reason for the shelter’s closure. Period. A 
precious life is gone despite all of MCC’s efforts, not 
because of them. If you had ever set foot in the door 
of MCC-SF, you would know that Curtis’s death was 
not swept under the rug, rather it was discussed pub¬ 
licly and mourned. 

The shelter was a success because every day of its 
operation it provided food, shelter, and care to six 
young people who would otherwise have gotten none. 
Of course the shelter wasn’t perfect - nothing in this 
life is. By what definition of success are you passing 
judgment? Did you expect that by some magic MCC 
could take six young people who are in great pain due 
to the lifetime of abuse they have suffered at the hands 
of their families and society, and turn them into prob¬ 
lem-free, shiny, happy people in three months? Sev¬ 



eral years ago I ran a soup kitchen and food pantry 
which was part of a larger social service agency in New 
York City. The most important thing I learned is that 
I do not have the ability, nor is it my job, to change 
people’s lives for them. 

You are correct in stating that by operating a six- 
bed shelter, MCC was “just under the legal limit which 
would have required a conditional use permit from 
the city Planning Department authorizing operation 
of a shelter.” Why? Because of what we went through 
to open the shelter at Golden Gate MCC. I attended 
the community forum held for the purpose of creat¬ 
ing a dialogue between MCC and Noe Valley residents 
regarding the proposed shelter. I was one of approxi¬ 
mately 20 people who spoke in favor of the shelter, in 
the face of approximately 200 people who spoke 
against it. Jim Mitulski and MCC endured vicious 
personal attacks during that meeting; the sentiments 
exhibited by Noe Valley residents opposed to the shel¬ 
ter were pure hatred born of unfounded fear. 

MCC-SF is committed to social justice, and many 
of its members live out their faith by giving their time 
or money to social justice programs - MCC-spon- 
sored and otherwise. Matt’s Place was one manifesta¬ 
tion of that. It wasn’t perfect, but it was a light in the 
darkness where there had been none. You criticize and 
judge from your safe pedestal of total uninvolvement, 
yet offer no help or constructive ideas for improve¬ 
ment. You can quote the Bible all you want, but it 
doesn’t change the fact that actions speak louder than 
words.

If Ms. Womak understood anything about basic 
HIV 101 or the simple facts about how HIV is trans¬ 
mitted, she’d understand that saliva alone doesn’t 
transmit HIV. This coming from a city worker is def¬ 
initely unfortunate. This statement has an over-lin¬ 
gering stench of homophobia, too. How is it that such 
a public servant of San Francisco, (where huge por¬ 
tions of HIV-positive people are gay and bisexual 
men) is driving for Muni? 

If all city workers were required to take a “Blood- 
born Pathogens” training that’s offered by the DPH 
and be educated about how HIV and other infectious 
diseases are transmitted, then perhaps we wouldn’t 
have such statements made public. If each city work¬ 
er understood how to deal with a possible exposure 
or scenario where diseases could truly be transmitted 
and how they as city workers should deal with or re¬ 
spond to such an exposure, it would be beneficial for 
all parties. There are ways to educate city employees 
from all departments on this topic and ways to curtail 
or end homophobic attitudes within an agency that 
serves a public with a large LGBT community. 

Perhaps when we deal with this ignorance held by 
Ms. Womak and other city employees and officials, 
then perhaps Ms. Womak’s perception and attitude - 
toward San Franciscans would change and her actions 
as well. Then perhaps, the respect that Ms. Womak 
and other Muni drivers crave will truly be granted. 
Respect is first earned. Ms. Womak and all city em¬ 
ployees and public officials do deserve some respect 
for their roles as public servants, but so does the pub¬ 
lic they’re serving.

O n November 7 San Francis¬ 
co voters will choose a new 
president, a U.S. Senator, a 
House of Representatives mem¬ 
ber, representatives to the state 
Legislature, and decide numerous 
state and local propositions. They 
also will choose 11 members of 
the Board of Supervisors in dis¬ 
trict elections. Among the 87 can¬ 
didates for the Board are numer¬ 
ous candidates from the city’s les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, and transgen¬ 
der communities; several have 
a good chance of being 
elected. 

The openly identified 
LGBT candidates for su¬ 
pervisor are: District 3: 
Lawrence Wong, 
currently a member 
of the community 
college board. 

District 5: Dr. 

Juanita 
Owens, cur¬ 
rently a member of the Board of 
Education. Owens, a proven vote- 
getter has an excellent chance of 
winning this seat. District 6: 
Chris Dittenhafer, a bank officer 
who is also the president of the 
District Council of Merchants; 
longtime gay and civil rights ac¬ 
tivist Hank Wilson; former may- 
oral candidate Jim Reid; Marc 
Salomon; former Youth Com¬ 
missioner Dennis Isner; Gilbert 
Criswell; Brenton Holland; and 
retired city worker Denise 
D’Anne. District 8: Incumbent 
Supervisor Mark Leno, Eileen 
Hansen, Gary Virginia, and 
Shawn O’Hearn. District 9: Tom 
Ammiano, the incumbent presi¬ 
dent of the Board of Supervisors, 
is highly popular in this district 
and a heavy favorite to win in No¬ 
vember. Lesbian activist Lucrecia 
Bermudez, a perennial candi¬ 
date, is also running in this dis¬ 
trict. District 10: Larry Shockey 
is running in the Bayview- 
Hunters Point area. District 11: 
Steven Currier, a respected 
neighborhood activist is an open¬ 
ly gay candidate running against 
incumbent Amos Brown, who 
evicted a mother and her disabled 
gay son when he moved into the 
district earlier this year. 

S.F. Board of Education: Four 
people will be elected from 12 
candidates, including four candi¬ 
dates from the LGBT community 
- Stephen Herman, A. Toni 
Young, David Parker, and Mark 
Sanchez. 

Community College Board: 
Four candidates will be elected. 
There are 13 candidates running, 
including two lesbians, Christine 
Gaddi and Erin Brown. 

Openly gay BART board direc¬ 
tor Tom Radulovich is seeking 
re-election; Radulovich repre¬ 
sents San Francisco on the transit 
board. 

Politics and people 

During a campaign in which 
George W. Bush has for months 
led Democrat Al Gore - at times 
by as much as 18 percentage 
points, the Texas governor now 
has apparently decided to press 
the panic button and turn nega¬ 
tive by attacking Gore’s character 
and integrity. Bush, who has for 
weeks said he doesn’t want this 
campaign to be “ugly or mean” 
(except, apparently, when it suits 
him), has watched Gore pull 


ahead in the polls and has now 
seemingly changed his mind 
about getting nasty. 

The Texas governor, watching 
his support plummet in the past 
four weeks, particularly among 
women and independent voters, 
had been trying to make his cam¬ 
paign for the White House in re¬ 
ality, a campaign against Presi¬ 
dent Bill Clinton. With the polls 
now showing that tactic not 
working, the Bush campaign in¬ 
siders have apparently decided 
that publicly attacking Gore’s 
character and credibility is now 
their only way of reversing 
the vice president’s 
high-flying campaign 
and in the process 
undo the gains that 
Gore has made since 
last month’s Democ¬ 
ratic convention. 

In the past four 
weeks, Bush 
has stumbled 
over his own 
message on 
several key issues. He’s been side¬ 
tracked by gaffes, like getting 
caught calling a respected New 
York Times reporter a “major 
league asshole” (after calling for a 
“temperate, civil” campaign) and 
he created a debate over the up¬ 
coming debates that backfired, 
thereby wasting valuable cam¬ 
paign time and energy that only 
led to criticism from within his 
own party. Governor Bush and 
his Austin advisers had originally 
planned to tag Gore as the “big 
government” candidate, but given 
today’s economic and political 
environment, even Republicans 
had warned the GOP nominee 
that the tactic would not likely 
work. So far, it hasn’t, and al¬ 
though some Republicans are 
warning Bush that a character as¬ 
sault against Gore is now too late, 
Bush and his top advisers have 
still apparently decided that only 
an all-out attack on Gore’s credi¬ 
bility and integrity will give them 
their last chance of winning in. 
November. 

Look for it to happen almost 
immediately. Will the new plan 
work for the lagging Bush cam¬ 
paign? Possibly. Negative cam¬ 
paigns often are successful. In¬ 
deed, if Bush and the Republicans 
can get Gore on the defensive, and 
assuming that Bush can at least 
hold his own in the upcoming de¬ 
bates, this campaign is far from 
decided. 

Forget about the polls - they 
will change almost daily. Howev¬ 
er, if Gore is indeed ahead and if 
he is still ahead of Dubya come 
November 1, Bush can look for¬ 
ward to completing his term as 
governor of the Lone Star State. 
What will eventually decide the 
election? This one is so close - 
and will likely stay that way - that 
I still think the debates will ulti¬ 
mately decide who moves to 
Pennsylvania Avenue in January. 

Dick Cheney, the GOP veep 
nominee, admits to skipping up 
14 of the last 16 Texas elections 
since moving there in the early 
1990s, including this year’s presi¬ 
dential primary election in which 
he could have cast a vote for his 
future running mate, George W. 
Bush. Bush explained Cheney’s 
missed votes (all 14 of them) as 
being in elections that “weren’t 
really that important.” 

National Republicans now se¬ 
riously fear the likely loss of that 


all-important House seat in Cali¬ 
fornia’s 27th Congressional Dis¬ 
trict where incumbent Republi¬ 
can Representative James E. 
Rogan is said to be in a neck- 
and-neck battle with Democratic 
state Senator Adam Schiff; the 
Rogan-Schiff House contest is 
one that figures most prominent¬ 
ly in the battle to control the next 
House of Representatives. 

Surely America can do better: 
There are now only 62 members 
of Congress of minority back¬ 
ground (most of them African 
American or Latino) among the 
435 House members and 100 U.S. 
Senators; only 56 House members 
and nine senators are women, in¬ 
cidentally. 

Vice President Gore’s post¬ 
convention bounce has helped 
him open a substantial lead in 
California and the political oper¬ 
atives for Bush are reportedly 
close to following the path that 
his father, George H.W. Bush, 
took in 1992 and that Bob Dole 
took in 1996, and write off the 
state - not good news for Califor¬ 
nia Republicans who fear the loss 
of legislative seats - as many as 
four House seats - and a lopsided 
U.S. Senate contest to Senator Di¬ 
anne Feinstein.

Speaking of Feinstein, I wish 
her well and a speedy recovery 
from a nasty fall she took over 
Labor Day weekend in which she 
broke her leg at her Colorado va¬ 
cation home. 

Hall of Justice gossips have the 
D.A. candidates already lining up 
to run against Terence Hallinan, 

the subject of an in-depth report 
last week on KRON-TV (“He’s 
San Francisco’s D.A., and the 
dope dealers love him”), that ex¬ 
amined Hallinan’s practices in¬ 
volving alleged drug dealers and 
how few of them serve jail time 
after they are arrested because 
they are not prosecuted. 

Meanwhile, Public Defender 
Jeff Brown, one of the Bay Area’s 
most respected public officials, 
says he will retire after his current 
term; Governor Gray Davis 
should put this guy on the bench, 
and quickly. 

And my favorite “Quote of the 
Week” (okay, the last two weeks) 
is still George W. Bush, standing 
on the stage in Illinois before an 
open microphone, pointing out a 
reporter to Dick Cheney, his veep 
choice, with “there’s Adam Cly- 
mer, major league asshole from 
the New York Times.”

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There is no 1 perfect

if n the 2000 presidential elec- 
H tion, what’s a progressive- 
1 thinking lesbian or gay voter to 
do? Vote for A1 Gore? Choose 
Ralph Nader, the Green Party can¬ 
didate? Sit out the election? Those 
alternatives are all problematic in 
different ways. But at this moment 
in history, Democratic candidates 
remain the best choice for left¬ 
leaning Americans, including les¬ 
bians and gay men. 

In the primaries, I was a 
Bill Bradley supporter. I had 
never before heard a major- 
party candidate, except Jesse 
Jackson, use the term “racial 
justice” with such ease and 
underscore it in his cam¬ 
paign. Unlike Gore 
and George W. Bush, 
who couldn’t say

enough about 
what they 

owed to Jesus, _ 

Bradley re¬ 
fused to bring his religious beliefs 
into his bid for the highest office 
of a country where church is sup¬ 
posed to be separate from state. 
But it was his unflinching advoca¬ 
cy of adding “sexual orientation” 
to the Civil Rights Act over the 
strong objection of many centrist 
black and gay leaders that really 
clinched it for me. 

Bradley, however, was never a 
“perfect” choice for lesbian and 
gay voters. In the Senate, he voted 
for the odious Defense of Mar¬ 
riage Act, and he remained op¬ 
posed to same-sex marriage 
throughout his campaign. Even 
his wife, Ernestine (whom I’d vote 
for in a minute, if the Constitu¬ 
tion allowed immigrants to be¬ 
come president), admitted that 
Bill had a long way to go in his 
thinking on that key gay issue. 

Gore is even further from per¬ 
fection than Bradley. His praise 
for Bill Clinton’s abysmal welfare 
reform program makes any good 
leftie cringe. And although he’s 
gay-friendly, Gore, too, has got a 
way to go on issues like gay mar¬ 
riage and service in the military.

But the truth is, the “perfect 
candidate” doesn’t exist, except in 
our imaginations. Even Ralph 
Nader, whom some on the left 
view as a savior, has been chastised 
for failing to address the racial di¬ 
vide in this country and for not 
taking a more impassioned stand 
on gay and abortion rights. Con¬ 
fronting criticism of Nader from 
progressives, Winona LaDuke, the 
Green Party’s vice presidential 
candidate, wisely reminded voters 
that “we need to be careful on the 
left... to not make it so we are is¬ 
lands of political correctness 
unto ourselves, where it is 
only those who hold ab¬ 
solutely every [progressive] 
stand that we are willing to 
support.” 

Still, many liberal vot¬ 
ers, lesbians and gay men 
included, are already in¬ 
voking the old “there’s no 
_ difference be¬ 
tween De- 

_ mocrats and 

Republicans” 
excuse to opt out of going to the 
polls. They’re ignoring the many 
notable differences between the 
two major parties’ platforms on 
issues like lesbian and gay rights, 
abortion, gun control, the mini¬ 
mum wage, and prescription drug 
benefits for Medicare recipients. 
Strangely, many of these non-vot¬ 
ers may consider their silence to 
be a political statement. 

Other progressives, disapprov¬ 
ing of Gore’s corporate funding, his 
personal financial investments, or 
his choice of a running mate whose 
commitment to affirmative action 
has drawn questioning, may decide 
to cast their votes for Nader. But a 
vote of conscience for Nader, par¬ 
ticularly in the key state of Califor¬ 
nia, may throw the election to Bush 
- something no progressive should 
have on his or her conscience. 

The push to have more than 
two choices in a presidential elec¬ 
tion is one I support. I think many 
people are hungry to reform this 
country’s two-party system, as ev¬ 
idenced in the first presidential 
run of Ross Perot, the victory of 
Jesse Ventura in Minnesota, and 


the interest in Nader’s grassroots 
campaign. 

The function of third-party 
candidates has been to bring to 
the foreground issues that the 
major parties don’t. That’s impor¬ 
tant work, but in our imperfect 
system, these candidates usually 
just become “also rans” who pitch 
the general election to either the 
Democrats or Republicans. 

Part of the problem lies with 
the Commission on Presidential 
Debates (www.debates.org), 
which is controlled by the two 
major parties and stipulates that 
only candidates garnering 15 per¬ 
cent in the polls can participate in 
the televised debates. Without ex¬ 
posure in the debates, which in¬ 
fluence so many independent and 
undecided voters, third-party can¬ 
didates are limited to single-digit 
totals, and the vicious cycle of 
two-party domination continues. 

We need a lot of changes in our 
election process, like easier ballot¬ 
ing and campaign finance reform. 
And for starters, we could use new 
rules governing the debates. Re¬ 
form Party members have sug¬ 
gested letting candidates partici¬ 
pate as long as they have raised 
$500,000 and appear on enough 
state ballots to have a mathemati¬ 
cal chance of winning. By opening 
up the debates, voters would have 
more options, and we’d probably 
find major-party candidates be¬ 
coming more responsive to a wide 
range of political views. 

In the meantime, we’ve got the 
reality of the November election, 
in which only two candidates are 
electable: Bush, whose party’s 
platform states, “We do not be¬ 
lieve sexual preference should be 
given legal protection;” and Gore, 
whose party vows commitment to 
ending discrimination based on 
sexual orientation, among many 
other things. It’s your choice. Y

to reveal their sexual orientation. 

The poll did not survey peo¬ 
ple’s attitudes about the noise lev¬ 
els inside the clubs and its impact 
on the hearing health of patrons 
and employees. 

“It’s not one of the primary 
concerns we’ve been looking at,” 
Fynn said. “There are other folks 
who are already talking about 


that. I’ve seen stuff in the B.A.R. 
about it.” 

In April, the B.A.R. ran a series 
of reports documenting the dan¬ 
gerous decibel levels inside the 
clubs. 

“I’m personally very commit¬ 
ted to educating people about 
hearing protection,” said SFLNC 
secretary Leslie Ayers. “I have cus¬ 
tom-made earplugs. I like to see 
people in the clubs doing that. 
Maybe later that would be some¬ 
thing the Late Night Coalition will 


have time to take up but it would 
be a moot point if we have 
nowhere to go dance.” 

Jim Meko, of the South of 
Market Residents Association, has 
often been at odds with several 
club owners over the noise and 
other problems sometimes 
brought on by the clubs. 

“The poll is not at all surpris¬ 
ing,” said Meko. “This is San Fran¬ 
cisco. You wouldn’t expect people 
to come out to be opposed to fun.

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What was the 
Dutch sodomy panic?

September 24, 1731 (269 years 
ago this month): Twenty-two men 
and boys executed during Dutch 
sodomy panic 

T oday, Amsterdam’s gay- 
friendly attitude, freewheel¬ 
ing nightlife, and the Ho¬ 
momonument, memorializing 
gays lost during the Nazi era, con¬ 
firm travel guide descriptions 
of the city as the gay capital 
of Europe. Yet, during the 
18th century, sex between 
men was more aggressively 
prosecuted in Holland than 
in any other European nation 
The first wave of prosecu¬ 
tions began in 
Utrecht, a large Dutch 
city, when Zacharias 
Wilsma, a 22-year-old 
servant and former soldier, was 
arrested on a sodomy charge in 
1730. Wilsma was interrogated 
under threat of torture, and he 
knew a conviction could mean 
death, so he cooperated with his 
questioners. He shocked officials 
with a detailed description of a 
“sodomitical underworld” in Hol¬ 
land’s cities, a world he said he 
knew well. 

Wilsma named several sexual 
partners who lived in Amsterdam, 
so Utrecht authorities transferred 
him there to testify against his 
erstwhile lovers. The four men he 
accused were executed together in 
June 1730. Before they died, inter¬ 
rogators extracted a list of more 
than 40 names of fellow 
sodomites. The cycle of arrest, in¬ 
terrogation, and conviction con¬ 
tinued, and investigations spread 
to The Hague, Delft, and Haar¬ 
lem. 

The recorded testimony of 
Wilsma and other sodomites later 
in the century reveal that the un¬ 
derworld he told authorities about 
really existed. It had well-defined 
rituals, its own slang, and well- 
known meeting places. A man 
cruising for sex might pat one 
hand with the other - a signal that 
he wanted to have sex - and once 
he attracted a partner, he might 
propose “going to the office,” a 
visit to a public toilet. Once there, 
he and his partner would “dance 
and jump.” More specifically, they 
might choose “shaking out” (mas¬ 
turbation) or “dirty work” (anal 
sex), though probably not oral 
sex, an unpopular practice. Sex 
partners could be found in local 
taverns, at well-known “offices” 
with names like “The Old Lady,” 
or, if money permitted, in a “fun 
house” (brothel). 

Wilsma and the other convicts’ 
revelations came at a time when

Dutch society was primed for 
panic. King William III had led 
the nation to economic and mili¬ 
tary successes during the late 17th 
century, but his death in 1702 led 
to the deterioration of the Dutch 
military and a humiliating loss of 
territory in 1713. By 1730, a con¬ 
sensus had developed that the na¬ 
tion was sliding into decline. 
When Holland’s Calvinist clergy 
learned about the sodomites in 
their midst, they seized on the 
news to explain the nation’s 
ills. 

According to the 
preachers, the Dutch peo¬ 
ple had grown lazy during 
the years of plenty, and 
their idleness led them to 
sins like gambling, card 
playing, and whor¬ 
ing. When those 
pleasures were not 
enough, the most 
depraved descended into sodomy. 
No wonder the nation was in 
trouble. The Dutch people had 
enraged God and were suffering 
the consequences of their collec¬ 
tive sin. In sermons and printed 
broadsheets, preachers warned 
that worse punishments would 
follow unless Holland returned to 
the stoic values of an earlier era 
and eliminated sodomites and 
their secret underworld. 

The panic that followed the 
discovery of the “sodomitical un¬ 
derworld” and the ministers’ 
warnings lasted for about two 
years. Paradoxically, the worst sin¬ 
gle incident of persecution did not 
occur in one of the large cities 
where sodomites congregated, but 
in a tiny peasant village named 
Faan. The tragic sequence of 
events there began in April 1731 
when a blind 13-year-old boy al¬ 
leged that his nephew had tried to 
have sex with him. The presiding 
country judge, Rudolph de Mep- 
sche, quickly concluded that Faan 
was infested by a band of 
sodomites just like those he had 
read about in the big cities, and 
began a campaign to destroy it. 

De Mepsche used the same 
methods of the city magistrates to 
root out Faan’s sodomites. He in¬ 
terrogated and tortured the ac¬ 
cused and forced them to reveal 
the names of their accomplices. 
The confessions he elicited in¬ 
cluded lists of dates and times

when each of the accused had 
committed sodomy and the 
names of dozens of accomplices. 
The detail of the confessions sug¬ 
gests that the accused often fabri¬ 
cated both accomplices and events 
to escape the rigors of torture. 

Records of the Faan interroga¬ 
tions reveal that sodomites in the 
little farming village were very dif¬ 
ferent from Zacharias Wilsma’s 
crowd. Some of the accused in 
Faan did not even know what 
sodomy was when they came be¬ 
fore de Mepsche. Once he ex¬ 
plained it, they admitted to a dal¬ 
liance by a barn or in a ditch, but 
Faan had no “offices” or “fun 
houses,” no subcultural rituals, 
and no secret language. The dan¬ 
gerous underworld de Mepsche 
set out to destroy did not exist. 
Still, de Mepsche had the convic¬ 
tions he needed to justify a mass 
execution. On September 24, 22 
men and boys were tied to wood¬ 
en stakes, strangled, and burned. 

Periods of intense persecution 
recurred in 1764,1776, and 1795, 
though none were as violent as the 
panic of 1730-1732. ▼

Rosenkrantz's lawyer takes parole fight 
to court after prison board misses deadline

T he lawyer for Robert 
Rosenkrantz, the gay 
Southern California man 
convicted of killing his basher, is 
fighting back against the Board 
of Prison Terms for violating an 
August 30 deadline requiring it 
to send Rosenkrantz’s parole 
order to Governor Gray Davis. 

Last Friday, September 8, a 
Los Angeles County Superior 
Court judge heard arguments by 
Rosenkrantz’s attorney, Rowan 
Klein, challenging the board’s 
authority to go past the deadline. 
Klein also challenged the March 
30, 2001, parole date issued by 
the board. Klein said the board 
had miscalculated the date and 
that the actual parole date had 
already passed. Klein also argued 
the parole board should be or¬ 
dered to remove from the record 
its remarks that Rosenkrantz was 
not deserving of parole. 

Klein told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that he expected the court 
to issue its decision within the 


next two weeks. 

On June 30, a three-member 
panel of the Board of Prison 
Terms ordered Rosenkrantz re¬ 
leased. Two of the panel mem¬ 
bers remarked they were voting 
for parole reluctantly because 
they were under court order to 
do so. The Board of Prison Terms 
had 60 days to review and final¬ 
ize its panel’s order before send¬ 
ing it to Governor Davis. The 
board missed the deadline argu¬ 
ing that it needed more time to 
review all the paperwork on the 
case. 

Klein believes the board is 
purposely stalling so “the gover¬ 
nor won’t have to deal with it.” 

The Rosenkrantz case has 
been a political hot potato for 
Davis, who has vowed to block 
the parole of all convicted mur¬ 
ders. The governor’s office is re¬ 
fusing all comment on the case. 

Rosenkrantz was 18 in 1985 
and had just graduated from Cal- 
abasas High School when he was 
confronted by his former school¬ 
mate, 17-year-old Steve Redman. 
Redman called Rosenkrantz a fag¬ 


got, broke his nose with a flash¬ 
light, and then outed him to his 
parents. A week later, Rosenkrantz 
confronted Redman with an Uzi 
and demanded he take back his 
outing. The two argued and 
Rosenkrantz shot Redman 10 
times. Rosenkrantz eventually 
turned himself in and was con¬ 
victed of second-degree murder. 

By all accounts, Rosenkrantz 
has been a model prisoner. The 
California Department of Cor¬ 
rections has strongly recom¬ 
mended his parole. 

Rosenkrantz’s battle for pa¬ 
role has been tied up in the 
courts for two years. Both the 
Los Angeles County Superior 
Court and the 2nd District Court 
of Appeals have ruled 
Rosenkrantz has been unfairly 
denied parole. 

Klein expects the Superior 
Court to once again rule in 
Rosenkrantz’s favor and force the 
board to send its June 30 parole 
order to Davis. Klein has 
promised to sue Davis if he 
blocks Rosenkrantz’s parole has

Will'No on Knight' money go elsewhere?

I t has been six months since the 
failed “No on Knight” cam¬ 
paign conceded to the victory 
of Proposition 22, which defines 
marriage as between a man and a 
woman. It has been more than 
three months since the organiza¬ 
tion announced that its leftover 
funds - approximately $250,000 - 
would go to the California Al¬ 
liance for Pride and Equality to 
help fight for lesbian gay, bisexual, 
and transgender rights in the state 
Legislature. 

So where is the money, and 
why is there now what appears to 


be a battle for the funds? 

According to inside sources, 
former staffers for No On Knight 
may be having a change of heart 
when it comes to giving the extra 
funds to CAPE. Those same 
sources have also speculated that 
Mike Marshall, No On Knight’s 
former campaign manager, may 
simply use the money to fund an 
organization or effort of which he 
is once again the leader. While the 
Bay Area Reporter was unable to 
verify that speculation, there was 
in fact a meeting last week in 
which both Marshall and Lambda 
Legal Defense and Education 
Fund staff attorney Evan Wolfson 
attended; Wolfson reportedly 


made his own pitch for funds to 
fight for gay equality in other 
areas of the country. 

Kate Kendell, former board 
member of No on Knight and ex¬ 
ecutive director for the National 
Center for Lesbian Rights, told the 
B.A.R. last week that indeed the 
money was not necessarily going 
to CAPE. 

“CAPE is a very likely candi¬ 
date for the money,” said Kendell, 
“but we want first and foremost to 
be fiscally responsible and to also 
use the money in a way that best 
moves forward the reason for 
moving it in the first place, which 
is protection and recognition for 
gay and lesbian relationships in 


California.” 

But when asked if that meant 
that the money would go to a Cali¬ 
fornia-based effort, Kendell replied, 
“Nothing has been decided.” 

This week, Kendell told the 
B.A.R. that CAPE would get at 
least some of the money, but that 
the former No On Knight staff 
was not ready to disclose details 
and would later issue a press re¬ 
lease as to what has been decided. 

Where will the money that the 
public poured into the campaign 
eventually go? Will voter dona¬ 
tions become somebody’s salary 
or be used to fight anti-gay efforts 
in the Midwest? Stay tuned as the 
process unfolds. ▼

The school refused to let the club 
meet on its property, and the stu¬ 
dents sued, represented in court 
by Lambda Legal Defense and Ed¬

“By forming gay-straight al¬ 
liances, young people across the 
country are standing up for their 
right to safe and respectful learn¬ 
ing environments,” said Kevin 
Jennings, executive director of 
Gay, Lesbian, and Straight Educa¬ 
tion Network.

C alifornia marked its 150th 
anniversary as a state last 
weekend, September 9-10. 
Admission Day 2000, the sesqui- 
centennial event, was held in 
Sacramento and included an ex¬ 
hibit depicting gay and lesbian 
Californians, their struggles, and 
their triumphs over the last 150 
years. Last-minute calls to orga¬ 
nizers from the California Alliance 
for Pride and Equality’s Sam Cata¬ 
lano and Governor Gray Davis’s 
office ensured LGBT representa¬ 
tion in the event. 

According to Gayle Lang, 
board member of Sacramento’s 
Lavender Library, Archives, and 
Cultural Exchange, it was CAPE’s 
Catalano and Dennis Petrie, 
Davis’s communications director, 
who realized the pending absence 
of LGBT representation during 
the weekend celebration. 

“They called us and the GLBT 
Historical Society in San Francisco 
and we pulled this exhibit together 
at the last minute,” said Lang. 

The exhibit, a compilation of 
the struggles, triumphs, and de¬ 
feats of individual gay and lesbian 
Californians as well as the com¬ 
munity as a whole are well docu¬ 
mented in news articles, political 
brochures, and photographs 
chronicling LGBT history in the 
state. Although the exhibit cov¬ 
ered all 150 years, it focused pri¬ 
marily on the years from 1940 to 
present. 

Standing at the north wing of 
the Capitol, within the stately 
grounds of Capitol Park and 
under the shadow of the dome, 
the exhibit gave viewers some idea 
of what it was like for gays and les¬ 
bians before the enactment of ex¬ 
isting civil rights laws. 

The exhibit’s news articles, a 
part of GLBTHS’s archives, de¬ 
picted the witch-hunt atmosphere 
that gays and lesbians were forced 
to endure in the not-so-distant 
past. “City Opens War on Homo- 
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sexuals” read the headline of one 
article by John Raymond, which 
appeared in the Marin News in 
1959. “The welcome mat is being 
yanked out from under Sausalito’s 
limp-wristed crowd,” the writer 
begins. “Male prima donnas who 
unleash their lavender libidos in 
public now are apt to find the ob¬ 
ject of their affection is an ABC 
agent.” Although some may now 
find humor in the late-1950s de¬ 
scription of homosexuals by Ray¬ 
mond, it is a sad reminder that 
fear was a very real and present 
part of the lives of California’s ho- 
.mosexual community then. 

In fact, Raymond quotes 
Sausalito’s then-police Chief 
Howard Goerndt as saying he 
wants to eliminate all homosexu¬ 
als from his city. “This is no fairy¬ 
land, but a respectable communi¬ 
ty,” said Goernht. Few today can 
imagine such discrimination in 
the Marin County city but the 
image of government agencies 
openly seeking out homosexuals 
to eliminate their very existence is 
a chilling reminder of California 
just four decades ago. 


In some ways, that’s the point 
of the exhibit, to document just 
how far the community has come. 
From the political fights against 
Anita Bryant and the Brigg’s ini¬ 
tiative to Proposition 64, the 
Larouche initiative, and the elec¬ 
tion and subsequent assassination 
of former San Francisco Supervi¬ 
sor Harvey Milk, California’s 
LGBT community has paid a high 
price in the state and has earned, 
through painful struggles at both 
individual and community levels, 
a place at the political and social 
table in the state. 

“We received both positive and 
negative comments from the pub¬ 
lic,” Lang said of the exhibit. “But 
it was a great experience to be part 
of that event.” 

The exhibit will be on display 
at LLACE’s November grand 
opening at 1414 21st street in 
Sacramento. T

parks and recreation centers, and 
“vocational training centers to get 
people ready for the dot-com 
world, because it’s a reality.” 

Shockey also wants a new tax 
on San Francisco’s landlords to es¬ 
tablish a pool of money for vari¬ 
ous youth programs. Landlords 
would be required to register each 
of their rental units at $100 annu¬ 
ally, a fee that he said could not be 
passed on to tenants, creating a 
fund of some $20 million a year. 

Other issues topping Shockey’s 
agenda are affordable housing and 
the controlling the live-work loft 
invasion, “full funding” for San 
Francisco General Hospital, and 
more Muni lines through the dis¬ 
trict (see www.shockey4supervi- 
sor.org). 

Like many candidates for su¬ 
pervisor taking advantage of the 
new system for electing members 
of the Board of Supervisors by 
district - a system designed to 
make campaigns more affordable 
to candidates and supervisors 
more representative of the neigh¬ 
borhoods - Shockey is staging his 
first run for elective office. 

With no endorsements, and 
having raised less than $2,000 for 
the bid, Shockey has loaned his 
campaign $5,000 of his own 
money. 

Among the 13 candidates run¬ 
ning in District 10, Mayor Brown 
has endorsed Linda Richardson 
for the post. Brown had appointed 
Richardson to the Planning Com¬ 
mission last year; she resigned to 
run for supervisor. Board Presi¬ 
dent Tom Ammiano supports 
Marie Harrison, who worked on 
his campaign for mayor last year. 

Shockey, who grew up in Okla¬ 
homa, worked as a city attorney 
and then as an assistant attorney 
general for the state. When that 


job was eliminated after his boss 
was voted out of office, Shockey 
and his domestic partner moved 
to San Francisco in 1982; neither 
had been to the city before. They 
decided to make the move “for the 
obvious lifestyle considerations.” 

For 13 years, Shockey worked 
for the Office of Citizens Com¬ 
plaints of the San Francisco Police 
Commission, investigating allega¬ 
tions of police misconduct. While 
at the OCC, he served as a mem¬ 
ber of Service Employees Interna¬ 
tional Union, Local 790 and for 
five years as shop steward. 

One of the cases Shockey in¬ 
vestigated for OCC was the beat¬ 
ing of United Farm Workers 
leader Dolores Huerta, who lost 
her spleen in a police beating at a 
protest of Vice President George 
Bush in the late 1980s. 

In 1996, Shockey decided to 
use his legal degree to practice law, 
and took a more lucrative position 
at the seven-attorney firm of 
Prentice 8< Scott, L.L.P., which he 
explained, has a primary focus on 
representing plaintiffs in civil 
rights violations, wrongful termi¬ 
nations, and employee discrimi¬ 
nation. 

Since moving into Bayview 
Hunters Point, Shockey said that 
he has focused his time and atten¬ 
tion on his career, and hasn’t had 
the time to get involved in neigh¬ 
borhood issues in the district, but 
nevertheless has educated himself 
on the issues with first-hand expe¬ 
rience as a resident. 

There is a lot of room for im¬ 
provement in District 10, and 
Shockey believes that it’s time for a 
fresh face to try to get things done 
for the people who live there. 

“It’s hard for me to under¬ 
stand,” he said, “how the same 
people who’ve ostensibly been out 
there over the last 10 or 20 years in 
their citizen capacity are going to 
do any better as an elected offi¬ 
cial.” T 
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Kaiser, PG&E ‘unaware’ of Dr. Laura 
ads on first TV show, demo in SF

L esbian and gay monitors of 
the premiere of the Dr. 
Laura television show were 
surprised Monday, September 11 
to see two of California’s largest 
corporations, both with progres¬ 
sive policies toward gay and les¬ 
bian employees, advertising dur¬ 
ing the one-hour show. 

Kaiser Permanente and Pacific 
Gas and Electric both aired two 
spots during Laura Schlessinger’s 
first television broadcast on 
KXTV in Sacramento. 

Meanwhile, in San Francisco, a 
large crowd gathered at noon 
Monday outside KPIX-TV’s of¬ 
fices to protest that station’s airing 
of Schlessinger’s show. San Fran¬ 
cisco Supervisor Mark Leno ad¬ 
dressed the crowd, as did Rabbi 
Jane Litman. Five people were ar¬ 
rested at the demonstration, po¬ 
lice cited them for civil disobedi¬ 
ence and they were released. 

San Francisco activist Jeff 
Sheehy was one of those arrested. 
Sheehy, who led the successful 
United Airlines boycott, called on 
the community to stop watching 
Channel 5 in the Bay Area. Fie also 
took advertisers to task. 

“I’d like to see the next demo 
outside of Kaiser, and then the next 
one outside of PG&E,” Sheehy told 
the Bay Area Reporter, noting that 
many people with HIV/AIDS seek 
care at Kaiser. “PG&E brags that

they give money to the gay com¬ 
munity and then they turn around 
and sponsor hate.” 

Lyla Petersen, spokeswoman 
for Kaiser Permanente, was sur¬ 
prised that her company’s ads 
would have appeared during the 
show. “I don’t know how it hap¬ 
pened,” Petersen said. 

“I want to emphasize to the gay 
and lesbian community that there’s 
no way we would endorse Dr. 
Laura. Kaiser was the first medical 
care systems provider in the HIV 
fight, the first with a non-discrim¬ 
ination policy and the first to pro¬ 
vide domestic partner benefits to 
its employees,” Petersen said. 

Petersen said that she thinks 


the ad space may have been pur¬ 
chased on a basis of demographics 
and not show-specific. Petersen, 
on Wednesday, told the B.A.R. that 
Kaiser has pulled all ads statewide. 
“We moved very quickly,” she said. 

Staci Homrig, a PG&E spokes¬ 
woman, acknowledged that the 
utility company did run two cus¬ 
tomer energy management pro¬ 
gram spots for its “comfort 
homes.” “We’re looking into how 
our ads appeared” during the Sch- 
lessinger show, she said. 

“Our ads running do not imply 
any endorsement” of the views of 
Schlessinger, said Homrig. “Our 
contract is with the TV station.” 
Homrig believes that PG&E may 


have purchased time-range ads, 
rather than show-specific, “in order 
to get a better rate.” Homrig said 
the company will be looking into 
whether or not they can request ex¬ 
clusion from the Dr. Laura show 
without violating the contract. 

“I’ve informed our gay and les¬ 
bian employee association this 
morning that the ads did run,” said 
Homrig. “They were not aware of 
it.” Homrig believes that, despite 
the ads, the company has good 
standing both with the gay and les¬ 
bian community and its employees. 
“I don’t think anyone can question 
our support” for the gay and les¬ 
bian community, Homrig added. 

According to Sam Rossenwasser, 



KXTV CEO and president, PG&E 
and Kaiser Permanente can request 
that their ads not appear during the 
Dr. Laura show. “That’s certainly 
possible,” said Rossenwasser. 

Neither Petersen nor Homrig 
were willing to provide a number 
that employees or the public could 
call to voice their concern with ei¬ 
ther company. 

Companies advertising on 
Tuesday’s show included Safeway. 
There was also a long commercial 
for an Anne Murray album. 

Schlessinger has stated on her 
radio program that, “If you are 
lesbian or gay, you are a biological 
error.” She has also told millions 
of listeners on her radio show 
that, “a large portion of the ho¬ 
mosexual male populace is preda¬ 
tory on young boys.” Schlessinger 
misleads listeners and viewers 
with the term “Dr.” because her 
doctorate is in physiology, the 
study of the functions of the body, 
and not psychology or psychiatry, 
the subject of both her radio and 
television talk show. 

In Monday’s segment, Sch¬ 
lessinger stayed away from LGBT 
issues and focused on the safe 
topic of teens and drug use. Sch¬ 
lessinger held an online Web poll 
asking her viewers whether or not 
children should be regularly 
checked for drugs. She berated the 
46 percent of viewers who did not 
agree with her view that children 
should be forced to submit to a 
regular drug test in school. ▼

main behind bars. 

“I got strip searched, which 
was above and beyond the call,” 
said Ammiano, “but they didn’t 
know that I’m a Castro boy and I 
can deal with it.” 

Visiting the prisoners was “re¬ 
ally hard,” said Ammiano. “It real¬ 
ly got my priorities set in life.” 

Ammiano then traveled to the 
camps where the displaced natives 
live, and he was welcomed by lines 
of people who appealed, “Please 
help us, we want to go back to our 
land.” 

There, Ammiano made a pre¬ 
sentation of the supervisors’ reso¬ 
lution, and vowed to help draw 
media attention to the people’s 
plight. 

Then, in Mexico City, Ammi¬ 
ano and crew met with 40 queer 
leaders from all over Mexico. 

“There was such a great diver¬ 
sity,” said Ammiano. “There were 
people from the Caribbean, trans¬ 
genders, lesbian moms. I had to 
laugh because at one point they 
said, ‘This is history in the making 
... we all fight for the same cause 
yet this is the first time we’re all to¬ 
gether.’ I told them that happens 
here, too, and we manage to make 
advances anyway.” 

But the stories Ammiano 
heard were far from humorous, 
and gave him much pause. 

“I spoke with a woman whose 
son was killed by he police be¬ 
cause he was gay. I spoke with an¬ 
other person who said that at least 
four bodies remain unclaimed be¬ 
cause these men were killed for 
being gay and their families are 
too ashamed to go get them,” said 
Ammiano. 

Yet the trip was mostly about 
inspiring optimism, for as bad as 
the situation remains, human 
rights in Mexico has received 
much press in the last couple of 
years. 

“The gay people here are very 
sympathetic to the Zapatista 
cause, and they’re beginning to re¬ 
alize their common goals. It is a 
time of transition, one where 
everyone is nervous about the new 
government,” said Ammiano, 
who, for his part, will remain con¬ 
nected with Global Exchange and 
human rights issues in Mexico. 

“The trip was a life changing 
experience,” said Ammiano. 
“What we can do as Americans is 
continue to draw attention to the 
issues there. 

“Scrutiny,” he said, “is good.” T

W hat’s a gay Italian Ameri¬ 
can from San Francisco 
doing in Mexico, a coun¬ 
try where it isn’t particularly safe 
to be queer or foreign? Forging 
coalitions between various human 
rights struggles, of course, in the 
way that Board of Supervisors 
President Tom Ammiano has been 
known to do. 

Ammiano made the trip from 
September 1-8 to meet with both 
the indigenous people of Chiapas 
and the gay leaders of Mexico City 
in an attempt to draw attention as 
well as parallels to the persecution 
of the country’s people. Accompa¬ 
nying the human rights group 
Global Exchange, Ammiano 
brought along a resolution from 
the San Francisco Board of Super¬ 
visors urging Mexican officials not 
to deport human rights workers, 
as the country has been known to 
do. The resolution also called for 
Mexico’s new president-elect, Vin¬ 
cente Fox Quesada, to respect 
human rights and remedy the sit¬ 
uation for indigenous and queer 
people. Fox, a former Coca-Cola 
executive, was elected president 
earlier this year; he takes office in

December. 

The trip did not go off without 
a hitch, and right before Ammi¬ 
ano arrived, “they yanked my spe¬ 
cial visa,” he told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “ The government got cold 
feet and decided that my visa gave 
me too much access, so they re¬ 
duced it to a tourist’s visa.” 

Ammiano and his group first 
went to visit the political prison¬ 
ers of Chiapas, the indigenous 
people who are serving stiff sen¬ 
tences on “trumped-up charges, 
many of whom received no trial.” 
The indigenous people - also re¬ 
ferred to as the Mayan population 
- have historically been denied 
their right to exist as their own 
culture, whether through being 
exiled to camps, penalized for 
speaking their own language, or 
required to walk in the street 
when people of Mexican and 
Spanish ethnicities passed by on 
the sidewalk. Their government- 
imposed living conditions have 
rendered them to a life of poverty, 
trapped in a system where they are 
often powerless to make things 
better. But on January 1, 1994, a 
group of Tzotzil, Tzeltal, Tojolabal, 
Mam, Zoque, Lancandon, Mixe, 
and Choi Indians, all from the 
Mayan language group, rose up in 
revolt, and the Zapatista move¬ 
ment was born. The movement 
has led to some progress, but like 
all rebels in countries around the 
world, Zapatistas and anyone as¬ 
sociated with them have been si¬ 
lenced and imprisoned. 

Ammiano waited five hours in 
the sun to visit with those who re-

FDA to look at 
revising gay blood ban

F or the past 15 years, in the 
interest of protecting the na¬ 
tion’s blood supply, the U.S. 
Food and Drug Administration 
has been more stringent in screen¬ 
ing prospective gay blood donors 
than the U.S. military is in screen¬ 
ing prospective gay recruits to the 
armed services. 

Since 1985, healthy citizens are 
asked, and are expected to tell, 
whether or not they are gay if they 
want to donate blood. 

“Are you a male who has had 
sex with another male EVEN 
ONCE since 1977?” asks question 
#9 on the donor form used by the 
Blood Centers of the Pacific, with 
donation sites throughout North¬ 
ern California.

Holmes gave thousands of dollars 
to politicians and political causes 
he believed in. “He gave to myriad 
charities - gay and straight. He 
often said he was very lucky to 
have made so much money that 
he was always willing to share. 
Things were not always so good; 
he struggled for many years just to 
make ends meet, and he never for¬ 
got those that helped him when he 
needed it. 

“The stories of his youthful 
days were wild and crazy, he en¬ 
joyed life to the fullest. When he 
became ill he didn’t really slow 
down, just stopped drinking and 
changed his lifestyle,” Ross added. 
“Chuck, you were an inspiration 
to me and many others and I 
know your legacy will long outlive 
you. Your pain and suffering have 
finally ended and we will meet 
again in the great beyond. Bye for 
now.” 

San Francisco Supervisor Mark 
Leno said: “Chuck was a remark¬ 
able individual. He was a self- 
made business success with a 
heart of gold, with a personal 
modesty that only matched his ex¬ 
traordinary generosity. He was 
endlessly devoted to the battle for 
equality for the queer communi¬ 
ty.” 

Brian Bond, executive director, 
of the Victory Fund, told the 
B.A.R. that Mr. Holmes will be 
sorely missed. “Truly, Chuck was a 
great supporter of the Victory 
Fund and gay candidates,” Bond 
said. “He knew the mission of the 
Victory Fund better than I did. 
His heart was in the right place 
when it came to advancing the 
rights of the LGBT community.” 

Mr. Holmes was born in Terre 
Haute, Indiana and received a de¬ 
gree in business administration 
from Indiana State University. His 
first job was with a manufacturer 
of prefabricated buildings, and in 
1971 the company promoted him 
to Western sales manager for resi¬ 
dential housing and transferred 
him to San Francisco. When his 
division was eliminated in early 
1971, Mr. Holmes bought three 
adult gay films and several mailing 
lists at the urging of an adult film 
entrepreneur, and by mid-year 
had sent out his first mail order 
piece. Falcon Studios had been 
born. 

Originally offering its tides on 
8mm film, Falcon was one of the 
first to offer its titles on videocas- 
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If they answer, “yes,” they get 
the boot. 

Every year, Blood Centers of 
the Pacific issues a public appeal 
for donations. And every year, 
particularly in communities like 
San Francisco with a large gay 
population, it and other blood 
banks are frustrated that they are 
forced to exclude virtually all gay 
and bisexual men - or risk losing 
their license. 

“Gay men could potentially ac¬ 
count for as much as 25 percent of 
San Francisco’s daily need if we 
were allowed to donate,” said Su¬ 
pervisor Mark Leno, who has led 
protests against the ban. “Given 
chronic shortages, HIV-negative 
gay men with usable blood should 
not be prevented by some outdat¬ 
ed regulation from saving some¬ 
one’s life.” 


sette. Now, nearly three decades 
later, Mr. Holmes has not only in¬

While remaining 
involved as CEO, Mr. Holmes 
turned the day-to-day running of 
the Falcon family of companies 
during the past few years over to 
Executive Vice President John 
Rutherford, who also serves as di¬ 
rector of production. He and com¬ 
pany Vice President Terry Mahaf- 
fey will continue to run the busi¬ 
ness based on the proven precepts 
established by the founder. 

Mr. Holmes had been involved 
with the gay community in nu¬ 
merous ways, giving back to those 
who needed assistance and offer¬ 
ing a voice for basic equality. He 
was a major contributor not only 
to over 20 HIV/AIDS outreach 
programs, but also to such pro¬ 
jects as the new San Francisco 
Community Center Project, 
Amnesty International, Global 
Green, and the Sierra Club. A 
staunch Democrat who recog¬ 
nized the need for the communi¬ 
ty’s voice to be heard in the na¬ 
tion’s capitol, Mr. Holmes was a 
past board member of the Gay 
and Lesbian Victory Fund. At the 
time of his death he was a board 
member of the Human Rights 
Campaign, which funds lobbying 
and legislative activities, sponsors 
fair-minded political candidates, 
and provided financial resources 
for major educational campaigns. 
Mr. Holmes was dedicated to “an 
America where lesbian and gay 
people are ensured of their basic 
equal rights - and can be open, 
honest, and safe at home, at work, 
and in the community.” 

A memorial service for Mr. 
Holmes will be held this Saturday, 
September 16, at 5 p.m. in the Ter¬ 
race Room of the Fairmont Hotel, 
950 Mason Street in San Francis¬ 
co; a reception will follow. In lieu 
of flowers and in Mr. Holmes’s 
honor, friends and associates are 
encouraged to make donations to 
the Human Rights Campaign.

Today and tomorrow, an FDA 
advisory panel meets outside 
Washington, D.C., to review argu¬ 
ments for and against using an af¬ 
firmative response to the “gay 
question” as criterion to reject do¬ 
nations from the least fortunate 
among us - those who haven’t had 
sex of any kind at all in the last 23 
years. 

The FDA has held a number of 
workshops in recent years looking 
at the fact that science has gotten 
ahead of public policy on the 
issue, setting the stage for a cau¬ 
tious reappraisal of the discrimi¬ 
natory exclusion, and at today’s 
meeting of the FDA Blood Prod¬ 
ucts Advisory Committee, experts 
are expected to testify that ad¬ 
vanced tests can detect the pres¬ 
ence of HIV in the blood within 
just 20 days of infection. 

Still, rather than lifting the ban 
altogether, federal officials are 
considering only narrowing it - 
continuing to exclude men who 
have had any kind of sex with 
even one other man within the 
last year. Early this year Blood 
Centers of the Pacific issued a 
statement supporting the idea of a 
one-year deferral. 

But Leno, who sponsored a 
resolution from the Board of Su¬

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Castro youth housing 
delayed - again

he devil is in the details, as 
the saying goes. 

Last Thursday, Septem¬ 
ber 7, after the City Attorney’s of¬ 
fice raised legal objections over 
unspecified fine print in a con¬ 
tract for a transitional housing 
project for young adults at 2500 
Market Street, the Planning Com¬ 
mission postponed a permit hear¬ 
ing on the project for three weeks, 
to September 28 at 1:30 p.m. 

The one-year contract, which 
can be renewed for one more year, 
was drafted and redrafted over the 
last few weeks during mediated 
negotiations between a new 
neighborhood group called “Con¬ 
cerned Castro Neighbors,” the De¬ 
partment of Public Health, the 
Planning Department, and the 
Ark of Refuge, the nonprofit 
group selected by DPH to run the 
program. 

“The city attorney was raising 
some legal issues that we did not 
have time to iron out,” said Marc 
Trotz, DPH director of housing 
development. 

Opposing sides in the long- 
simmering debate over the shelter 
had been prepared to state their 
case at Thursday’s hearing on a 
conditional use permit for the site 
- a hearing already disrupted and 
delayed in a clash between police 
and protesters over a plan to con¬ 
vert the old Mission Armory into 
office space for dot-com compa¬ 
nies. 

Even opponents agree that 
DPH’s transitional housing facili¬ 
ty will open in the old gym at the 
corner of Market and 17th streets 
across from Harvey Milk Plaza. 

The question is when. 

Until the Planning Commis¬ 
sion approves the project, leases 
and contracts cannot be signed, 
and renovation work cannot 


begin. It is hoped that the pro¬ 
gram will be operational before 
winter, and will house up to 15 
lesbian and gay, bisexual, trans¬ 
gender, queer, and questioning 
youth adults between the ages of 
18 and 24 for stays ranging from 
three to six months. 

But neighbors of the youth 
housing project say they want to 
make sure the youth who stay at 
the facility will get the help they 
need to get off the streets, and that 
they want to ensure a minimum 
disruption to the building’s sur¬ 
rounding properties and streets. 
Despite Trotz’s claim that an 
agreement is at hand, CCN mem¬ 
bers remain concerned with sev¬ 
eral aspects of the draft contract, 
and are withholding their ascent 
until they see the final wording. 

“Today, it breaks my heart to 
have to stand here and oppose it,” 
said Concerned Castro Neighbors 
member Pauline Shaver. “What we 
worked for over a year has been 
rejected.” 

“I think the neighbors are real¬ 
ly tired of Band-Aid solutions,” 
said District 8 supervisorial can¬ 
didate Gary Virginia, who said he 
was opposed to the project, and 
said that neighbors are still angry 
about the way it was announced 
by Supervisor Mark Leno last year. 
“People told me that it was decid¬ 
ed in advance, and they resented 
that.” 

Shaver and other CCN mem¬ 
bers said that they still want more 
changes to the contract, including 
additional on-site services, “life 
skills development” programs, a 
stronger community advisory 
board than the one being ap¬ 
pointed by DPH, no drop-in ser¬ 
vices, and a specified minimum 
length of stay. 

Trotz said that a number of 
changes have already been made 
to the contract to satisfy the 
neighbors. There will be a number 


of on-site services for youth at 
2500 Market Street, he said, but it 
is “not always cost-effective” to 
put all services under one roof, 
and agreements with off-site 
agencies are being drawn up to 
provide substance abuse counsel¬ 
ing, job training and employment 
services, and permanent housing 
placement. He also said training 
programs in “basic living skills 
will be brought together on site 
because that is what a residential 
housing facility is all about.” 

Angry about the continued de¬ 
lays, proponents accused the CCN 
team, which has been represented 
by a hired attorney in their private 
negotiations with city officials, of 
being “disingenuous” and negoti¬ 
ating in “bad faith.” 

“The bottom line is it comes 
down to class issues,” said Tommi 
Avicolli Mecca. “The Castro is so 
upscale that people have to fight 
hard for what they get.” 

Outside the hearing room, 
CCN members opposed to the 
project were wearing profession¬ 
ally printed triangular badges, 
glued to a large black ribbon and 
emblazoned with the words, 
“Concerned Castro Neighbors re¬ 
member Curtis.” 

Curtis Oliver Jr., 25, died July 
6, a few days after collapsing at a 
privately-run emergency shelter at 
the Metropolitan Community 
Church on Eureka Street. The 
cause of death is under investiga¬ 
tion. 

“Reprehensible,” said Avicolli 
Mecca, condemning CCN for 
using the late Oliver’s name in op¬ 
posing the project. During his life, 
Oliver had been an advocate for 
queer youth shelters, as well as a 
client. “It’s like Dr. Laura [Sch- 
lessinger] quoting Harvey Milk. I 
don’t think any of them ever lifted 
a finger to help Curtis when he 
was alive, and they have no right 
to be invoking his name.” T

Parents of murdered boy sue 
NAMBLA - ACLU to defend group

O n October 1,1997, two men 
in Massachusetts lured a 10- 
year-old neighbor boy into 
their clutches with promises of a 
free bike. When the child, Jeffrey 
Curley, resisted their sexual ad¬ 
vances, Charles Jaynes, 25, and 
Salvatore Sicari, 24, smothered 
him to death with a gasoline- 
soaked rag. Jaynes allegedly then 
raped the boy’s lifeless corpse, 
which the murderers then 
dumped into a Maine river, where 
it was discovered days later in a 
container of concrete. 

A parent’s grief that follows a 
tragedy as unspeakably horrible as 
this can know no bounds, and no 
amount of punishment can ever 
undo the harm that has been 
done. 

Sicari and Jaynes have both 
been convicted on charges of kid¬ 
napping and murder, though 
Jaynes will be eligible for parole in 
23 years. The boy’s parents also 
successfully sued the killers in civil 
court, winning a $328 million 
judgment against them in a 
wrongful death lawsuit on August 
23. 

Now the grieving parents are 
suing again - though this time 


their target is an organization that 
their son’s murderers belonged to 
- the North American Man-Boy 
Love Association, which advocates 
changing the laws to permit sexu¬ 
al relations between adult men 
and underage boys. The boy’s par¬ 
ents are holding NAMBLA re¬ 
sponsible for their son’s death by 
encouraging Jaynes and Sicari to 
molest children, and are suing the 
small group for $200 million. 

Prior to the killing, one of the 
dues-paying men had recently vis¬ 
ited NAMBLA’s now-defunct Web 
site, and was found with NAM¬ 
BLA literature in his possession 
when he was arrested. 

On August 31, the American 
Civil Liberties Union’s Massachu¬ 
setts chapter announced that it 
would represent NAMBLA in the 
case. 

Since then, the ACLU has been 
busy defining what the case is - 
and is not - about. 

The ACLU notes that it has de¬ 
fended a wide variety of causes 
that are unpopular among broad 
sectors of the public on constitu¬ 
tional grounds, including “a fun¬ 
damentalist Christian church, a 
Santerian church, and the Inter¬ 
national Society for Krishna Con¬ 
sciousness. In celebrated cases, the 
ACLU has stood up for everyone 


from Oliver North to the Nation¬ 
al Socialist Party. In spite of all 
that, the ACLU has never advocat¬ 
ed Christianity, ritual animal sac¬ 
rifice, trading arms for hostages, 
or genocide,” said the ACLU in a 
statement. “In representing NAM¬ 
BLA today, our Massachusetts af¬ 
filiate does not advocate sexual re¬ 
lationships between adults and 
children.” 

“This is about free speech, not 
pedophilia,” Eric Ferrero, a 
spokesperson for the ACLU’s na¬ 
tional office in New York, told the 
Bay Area Reporter in a September 
8 interview. 

While Ferraro emphasized that 
it’s also “not a lesbian and gay 
rights issue at all,” he acknowl¬ 
edged that the case had also be¬ 
come political, and in an effort to 
deal with the repercussions of the 
ACLU defending the unpopular 
NAMBLA, his organization has 
had its hands full educating the 
media and public to dispel stereo¬ 
types of gay men as child moles¬ 
ters. 

The vast majority of child mo¬ 
lesters are either straight or have 
no sexual orientation, according 
to researchers. Scientific studies 
identify adults who molest chil¬ 
dren as either “fixated offenders,” 
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South Africa radio host 
blasts health minister

||% o away. I cannot take that 
J| $|| rubbish any longer. Can you 
Hill believe it? ... I have never in 
my life heard such rubbish,” John 
Robbie, a host on 702 Talk Radio, 
told South African Health Minis¬ 
ter Manto Tshabalala-Msimang 
after she repeatedly refused to 
spell out whether she believed 
HIV causes AIDS. 

The minister was invited to ap¬ 
pear on the talk show after it be¬ 
came known that the Ministry of 
Health was distributing a docu¬ 
ment throughout South Africa 
which claims that international 
conspirators introduced AIDS to 
Africa in a bid to reduce its popu¬ 
lation. 

In fact, her officials distributed 
copies of a chapter of William 
Cooper’s book, Behold, a Pale 
Horse, which claims that John F. 
Kennedy’s death, invasions from 
outer space, and AIDS are all 
linked to a conspiracy by the Illu¬ 
minati - a highly secretive inter¬ 
national organization - to reduce 
the world’s population. 

Cooper claims the Illuminati 
introduced AIDS to Africa in 1978 
through the smallpox vaccine in 
an attempt to reduce the African 
population. 

It is beyond belief to many that 
the South African government, 
after giving enormous publicity to 
discredited AIDS dissidents such as 
Peter Duesberg and David Resnick, 
now appears to be endorsing the 
ideas of Cooper, who has often 
been criticized even among au¬ 
thors of paranormal books. 

What is really worrying ac¬ 
tivists is the fact that this is all 
happening in a country which is 
believed to have the fastest-grow¬ 
ing AIDS rate in the world - it al¬ 
ready has 4.2 million HIV-positive 
people (10 percent of its total 
population) and 1,600 new HIV

infections daily. 

While the Ministry of Health 
representative described the dis¬ 
tribution of certain parts of 
Cooper’s book as “a routine ex¬ 
change of information” in order 
to downplay her embarrassment, 
the talk show has revealed once 
again that South African President 
Thabo Mbeki and his health min¬ 
ister are continuing to question 
generally accepted scientific belief 
that HIV causes AIDS. 

After the minister of health re¬ 
peatedly refused to answer 
whether she believes that HIV 
causes AIDS, the frustrated talk 
show host simply said, “I cannot 
take that rubbish any longer ...” 

“I have never in my life heard 
such rubbish. Here we have a situ¬ 
ation where the minister of health 
sends out a document, amongst 
others, that is loony tunes, that 
suggests that the Illuminati have 
conspired with the aliens to bring 
about AIDS to reduce the African 
population. 

“The fact that she would not 
answer that question leads me to 
be very, very worried indeed,” 
concluded host John Robbie. 

Later on, in a comment to the 
local media, the health minister 
said that the talk show host “was 


absolutely rude. If I go on the radio, 
it is because I want to do a service 
to the nation.” She also said that, 
“He owes me an apology and owes 
an apology to all South Africans.” 

The ruling party - the African 
National Congress - called upon 
Radio 702 to apologize to the min¬ 
ister and to the nation for the 
“shabby, despicable treatment and 
disrespect shown by their talk 
show host.” The ANC statement 
insisted that Robbie had abused 
his position as a journalist and that 
“he must immediately resign or be 
dismissed for undermining the 
noble profession of journalism.” 

Robbie has said that he will 
neither resign nor apologize - 
“My reaction to their statement 
was one of great disappointment.” 

However, Robbie was not 
heard on air for several days fol¬ 
lowing his interview with the 
minister - it appears that he had 
taken some days off. 

While officials claim that the 
incriminating document (Coop¬ 
er’s chapter on the origin of 
AIDS), which was marked “for 
African ears only,” was sent unso¬ 
licited to the Ministry of Health, 
one opposition politician asked, 
“Why is she (Tshabalala-Msi¬ 
mang) wasting taxpayers’ money 
on photocopying this total non¬ 
sense document?” 

Former South African Presi¬ 
dent Nelson Mandela spoke at the 
13th International AIDS Confer¬ 
ence in Durban in July and called 
on Mbeki’s government to start 
giving drugs immediately to HIV¬ 
positive expectant mothers in 
order to prevent mother-to-child 
transmission of the disease. 

“History will judge us harshly 
if we fail to do so now and right 
now,” Mandela said. 

His successor, Mbeki, however, 
still insists that, “We cannot blame 
everything on a single virus ... 
poverty is the underlying cause of 
reduced life expectancy..▼ 


Jesse Jackson calls for end 
to ‘AIDS exceptionalism’

T he Reverend Jesse Jackson Sr. 
called for the end of public 
health policies that treat HIV 
differently than other diseases. His 
remarks came in a keynote address 
to the National Conference on 
Correctional Health Care, on 
Monday, September 11, in St. 
Louis. 

Should there be mandatory 
HIV testing of prisoners upon en¬ 
tering a jail, asked one partici¬ 
pant? “Yes,” said Jackson without 
hesitation, “There are no up sides 
to ignorance.” 

He pointed out that “among 
the privileged, there are health 
care checks now.” He used the ex¬ 
amples of Magic Johnson who 
had to take a health exam to play 
basketball, and corporate execu¬ 
tives who often have to do the 
same on an annual basis. 

“I’m not sure that everybody in 
America is ready to take it [an 
HIV test] now, but they ought to 
take it,” said Jackson. “But the re¬ 
sults should be private.” 

“Some people will never stop 


lying about how they got it. ... ‘I 
am not gay, it must have been two 
bulls, and I ate the infected ham¬ 
burger or something.’... They will 
not stop lying.” Jackson said. “We 
have to get past that foolishness.” 

An African American physi¬ 
cian in the audience vented his 
frustration with public health pol¬ 
icy in the state where he works 
that “restricts our ability for pre¬ 
ventative medicine.” He men¬ 
tioned the lack of HIV reporting 
and legal restriction from inform¬ 
ing sexual partners of the patient 
as he would with other sexually 
transmitted diseases. 

“By some foolish law, he can’t 
tell the household that help is 
needed and death is on the way,” 
recounted Jackson. He called for 
protests and demonstrations to 
“fight the politics of fear,” perhaps 
by an organized series of press con¬ 
ferences by doctors “to dramatical¬ 
ly demonstrate foolish laws.” 

Jackson explained that the 
Rainbow Coalition and Operation 
Push, organizations that he leads, 
are coordinating a thousand 
African American churches to 
make HIV a major focus of their 


work. Pastors are being urged to 
take an HIV test in front of their 
flocks, and challenge the men in 
their congregations to do the same. 

“If Magic Johnson had not 
taken the HIV test early, HIV 
would have matured into AIDS, 
he would have spread it to his wife 
and children. But early detection 
has led to suppression,” he said. 

“We must have mass testing and 
mass educational and modified be¬ 
havior,” said Jackson. “We have to 
get beyond the foolishness of not 
teaching health and sex education.” 

Jackson called it “a moral chal¬ 
lenge for people of faith” to reach 
down to people to lift them up. He 
used the example of Jesus, who in 
his last act, chose to stay the night 
“in the quarantined shelter of 
Simon the leper. We don’t quite 
know if Simon really was black, or 
white, or brown. We know he was 
sick and he needed to be cared for.” 

Jackson asked the audience “to 
challenge this notion of quaranti¬ 
ning people.” He remind them 
that, “People of character are mea¬ 
sured by how they treat the 
damned, the disinherited, and 
those in despair.” ▼

O n May 1, White House 
spokesman Joe Lockhart 
acknowledged a report 
from the Central Intelligence 
Agency that was presented to the 
National Security Council that 
states that AIDS and other infec¬ 
tious diseases will decimate pop¬ 
ulations all over the world and 
pose a number of problems for 
the United States. 

Lockhart said that the NSC 
considers AIDS a U.S. national se¬ 
curity issue in view of the “stag¬ 
gering” and “destabilizing” num¬ 
ber of deaths it is causing in some 
African countries. 

“They have an impact on us,” 
he said. “We have an interest in 
Africa, as far as our own national 
security, and we need to look at 
this problem.” 

The report, entitled “The 
Global Infectious Disease Threat 
and Its Implications for the Unit¬ 
ed States” [1] estimates the mor¬ 
tality figures and the specifics of 
government destabilization. It 
states that the increasing rate of 
drug-resistant microbes, the lag in 
the development of new antibi¬ 


otics, the rise of mega-cities, envi¬ 
ronmental degradation and the 
growing frequency of cross-bor¬ 
der movements are the base caus¬ 
es of infectious disease spread. 

Infectious diseases are the lead¬ 
ing cause of death worldwide, and 
accounted for 54 million deaths in 
1998. Recent changes in human 
behavior, including land use pat¬ 
terns and lifestyle, increased trade 
and travel, rapidly mutating 
pathogens, and the inappropriate 
use of antibiotic drugs are 
causative factors involved in 
worldwide disease spread. 

HIV/AIDS and tuberculosis 
are going to account for the ma¬ 
jority of deaths over the next 10 to 
20 years. In the United States, 
emerging drug-resistant AIDS 
viruses are going to be a major 
factor in the mortality rate. There 
are currently 4 million Americans 
carrying the hepatitis C virus, and 
deaths from hepatitis C could sur¬ 
pass AIDS deaths in the United 
States over the next five years. 
There are also multi-drug resis¬ 
tant TB and AIDS-TB co-infec- 
tion, influenza, emerging antimi¬ 
crobial viruses, and food-born ill¬ 
nesses. 

The United States pales by com¬ 
parison to sub-Saharan Africa, 
which will account for 50 percent 
of all global deaths due to infec¬ 
tious agents, mostly AIDS, TB, and 
malaria. Asia and the Pacific, where 


multi-drug resistant HIV, TB, 
malaria, and cholera are already 
prevalent will wipe out large seg¬ 
ments of the populations in those 
regions. The former Soviet Union 
is already undergoing an underre¬ 
ported rise in diphtheria, dysen¬ 
tery, cholera, and hepatitis B and C. 
This is caused mostly by a crum¬ 
bling health-care system due to 
economic decline. The Mid¬ 
dle East, North Africa, 
and Western Europe 
are facing threats 
posed by AIDS, TB, 
and hepatitis. 

, The gap between 
rich and poor countries 
is growing, and that gap 
will make it diffi¬ 
cult for any 
third-party in¬ 
tervention. The 
United States simply cannot re¬ 
spond effectively to all these 
threats. As worldwide health care 
declines it will become increasing¬ 
ly difficult for the medical and ac¬ 
tivist communities to provide ef¬ 
fective relief. 

The socioeconomic impact of 
infectious disease in poor coun¬ 
tries is already being felt. Losses in 
gross domestic product, reduced 
life expectancy, a weakened mili¬ 


tary, social fragmentation, and po¬ 
litical destabilization are all factors 
in this growing threat. For exam¬ 
ple, there are tons of grain in sub- 
Saharan Africa that are not being 
harvested and brought to market 
because there are not enough 
healthy people to do the work. 
This in turn leads to greater star¬ 
vation rates. In this same region, 
there are already over a million 
children orphaned by AIDS. 
These children often end up on 
the street where they are victim¬ 
ized and exposed to violence and 
the same infectious diseases that 
killed their parents. 

While the report clearly states 
the facts, it fails to convey the 
human suffering. The loss of par¬ 
ents and siblings, the agony of car¬ 
ing for dying friends and family, 
starvation, lack of water, lack of 
medications; these are factors that 
cannot be enumerated. 

The direct threat to the United 
States lies in international com¬ 
merce, global peacekeeping ef¬ 
forts, and the presence of Ameri¬ 
can military personnel and civil¬ 
ians overseas. Future embargoes 
on foreign goods and restricted 
entry to U.S. soil will increase fric¬ 
tion between the U.S. and its glob¬ 
al trading partners. 

The report states that social 
fragmentation, political polariza¬ 
tion, and economic decay will 
hamper progress in the fight 


against infectious disease. 

Due to the damage in produc¬ 
tivity and the resulting loss of for¬ 
eign investment, AIDS will be the 
single greatest threat to economic 
development in sub-Saharan 
Africa, the area currently hit hard¬ 
est by the epidemic. One major 
worry is the loss of upper-level 
managers and skilled workers due 
to AIDS. African companies are 
already feeling the impact of 
AIDS deaths in some key 
sectors. 

The risk to U.S. citi¬ 
zens lies in the threat of 
infectious diseases. The 
most likely culprits will 
be HIV/AIDS, hepatitis C, 
food-borne ill¬ 
nesses, antimi¬ 
crobial-resistant 
pathogens, TB, 
and influenza. Other lesser players 
may be malaria, cholera, 
dengue[2], and foreign animal 
diseases among Americans travel¬ 
ing abroad. Fortunately the Unit¬ 
ed States has one of the best med¬ 
ical and research systems in the 
world, and U.S. citizens are un¬ 
likely to incur the majority of di¬ 
rect deaths. 

In what will surely result as a 
major sore point with other gov¬ 
ernments, the United States may 
sharply limit entry onto U.S. soil, 
and the American military may 
also balk at engaging in peace¬ 
keeping missions in dangerous 
areas. The U.S. will also likely limit 
any imports that may carry viral 
pathogens. This will cause friction 
between the U.S. and some of its 
trading partners. 

There will surely be a conflict 
between anger at the U.S. for lim¬ 
iting the factors mentioned above 
and the desire for medicines and 
research that will come from U.S. 
scientists and corporations. It’s 
akin to wanting to bite the hand 
while it feeds you. It’s also likely 
that Americans overseas could run 
into hostility when traveling 
abroad regardless of their purpose 
on foreign soil. The CIA is of the 
opinion that enmity could in¬ 
crease the chances of bio-terror- 
ism on U.S. soil, and they feel that 
this threat might be greater than 
the threat of medical epidemics. 
Surely the greatest damage will be 
felt in the national psyche, when 
Americans want to help fight a 
situation that is both compelling 
and an uphill battle, with limited 
resources. ▼

The Complete Book of the Sum¬ 
mer Olympics by David Wal- 
lechinsky (Overlook, $23.95) and 
The Olympic Games: Athens 1896- 
Sydney 2000 from Dorling 
Kindersley (DK, $29.95) are com¬ 
prehensive historical overviews of 
the Games. Little mention of the 
gay folk, of course. 

Track and field athletes come 
into their own during the Games. 
A few of them get huge cereal con¬ 
tracts afterward. Two titles to look 
out for are Michael Johnson: 
Sprinter Deluxe (GHB - that’s the 
press, not the drug - $12.95) and 
See How She Runs: Marion Jones & 
the Making of a Champion by Ron 
Rapoport (Algonquin, $21.95), 
like we need any more press about 
Marion.

ciary Committee hearing in favor 
of the Sexual Orientation Protec¬ 
tion Act for Maryland. 

“This was the first time I spoke 
in a public setting about what’s 
fair for gay and lesbian people. It 
was then I remembered growing 
up in Salisbury [Maryland] and 
thinking of the young people who 
were having trouble in their 
schools because of who they 
were,” he said. 

Parker had praise for new Su¬ 
perintendent Arlene Ackerman 
when it comes to her financial acu¬ 
men, as he is familiar with her from 
when she ran the public schools in 
Washington, D.C. However, Parker 
had more reserved comments 
about how he felt she worked with 
LGBT activists in Washington. “We 
need a superintendent who will be 
compassionate and sympathetic to 
the needs of all the students in the 
school district,” he said. “Arlene 
Ackerman didn’t do anything for 
the gay and lesbian community. I 
hope when I’m elected I can get Ms. 
Ackerman to listen to the concerns 
of the LGBTQQ community.” 

One topic of concern to Parker 
is the district’s adherence to 
Proposition 227, which requires 
students to be taught in English. 
Right now, Parker said the district 


is losing $600,000 a year for not 
complying with the proposition. 
“Although Proposition 227 may 
not be popular, especially in a city 
as diverse as San Francisco, it does 
not excuse the San Francisco 
school board to disregard the 
state.” 

Another example of the 
board’s poor fiscal management 
involves the district’s purchase two 
years ago of a vacant office build¬ 
ing for $7.7 million. Since April 
1999, the district has been trying 
to sell the building. “Those are 
seven-plus million dollars that San 
Francisco students and teachers 
do not have,” he said. 

As for charter schools, Parker 
said that while he’s skeptical of the 
Edison Project that privatized a 
San Francisco school, there are 
charter programs that work. One 
such program is in Baltimore, he 
said, where the principal, teachers, 
parents, and community mem¬ 
bers run the school. “That pro¬ 
gram is still working and I think 
that’s a good program.” 

Parker has been endorsed by a 
variety of local residents, includ¬ 
ing Supervisor Mark Leno; Myrna 
Lim of the national Women’s Po¬ 
litical Caucus and a candidate for 
supervisor in District 11; Melvin 
Wong, a financial litigation con¬ 
sultant; and Pat Solis, the parent of 
a student at Leadership High 
School. T

rights now ... Who are we? We are 
committed, caring, loving individ¬ 
uals in a time when desire for 
greater commitment, greater love, 
greater fidelity is needed in our 
society, and I find it so ironic that 
rather than being embraced and 
welcomed we are seen as a threat. 
We are people, some of us, that in 
recent times endured the scourge 
of a terrible epidemic, and even in 
the midst of that epidemic have 
reached out and formed relation¬ 
ships, cared for each other, hold¬ 
ing each other, sometimes as 
death has arrived. Don’t tell me 
about what a committed relation¬ 
ship is and isn’t. I’ve watched my 
gay brothers care for each other 
deeply and my lesbian sisters 
nurse and care. There is no love 
and no commitment any greater 
than what I’ve seen, what I know.”

I t is the privilege, the curse, and ultimate¬ 
ly the responsibility of documentary 
filmmakers to illuminate subjects that 
most people prefer to ignore, And the 
treatment of fiomosexuals in Nazi Germany 
is one of the'most compelling and tragic sto¬ 
nes never told. Jeffrey Friedman and Rob Ep¬ 
stein lift the veil of secrecy on this subject 
with the release of their new documentary, 
Paragraph 175, opening. Friday at the Castro 
Theatre. Employing the quiet detachment 
that is a hallmark of their work, these film¬ 
makers create a work of haunting elegance, 
where human suffering, tempered by time, 
reveals itself in first-person accounts. 

Paragraph 175 was a clause in the German 
Penal Code of 1871 that stated, “An unnatur¬ 
al sex act committed between persons of male 
sex or by humans with animals is punishable 
by imprisonment; the loss of civil rights may 
also be imposed.” Rarely enforced during 
Berlin’s wildly ambisexual 1920s, this obscure 
paragraph was dusted off and expanded by 
the Nazis when homosexuals began to be vil¬ 
ified in the early 1930s as enemies of the 
Reich. Between 1933 and 1945, approximate¬ 
ly 100,000 men were arrested for homosexu¬ 
ality, most of them German Christians. Many 
were sent to prison, and between 10,000 and 
15,000 were sent to concentration camps. Less 
than 10 of these men are still alive today. 

The filmmakers combine archival footage

A s a first-time director, Jon 
Shear loves to sit in the dark

The pun was un¬ 
intended but true, and it got a rise 
out of the audience anyway. 

ABC News anchor Peter Jen¬ 
nings, who had been announced 
for a Saturday afternoon panel, 
canceled — perhaps unsurpris¬ 
ingly — and was replaced by a 
satellite hook-up with Clinton 
“war room” pol-turned-pundit 
George Stephanopolous. We’re 
delighted to report that broad¬ 
band cable works really well in 
transmitting the image of teeny, 
tiny political commentators. 

We’d fill you in on the rest of 
the confab, but NLGJA was being 
really stingy with press creden¬ 
tials. You’d think that a bunch of 
journalists would understand the 
importance of granting local press 
access, wouldn’t you?

Exhibitionist revue'Naked Boys Singing!'

I s the glass half empty or half 
full? Is Naked Boys Singing! bet¬ 
ter than you expected or not as 
good as you hoped? 

If you are expecting mindless 
sexploitation, then this musical 
revue at Theatre Rhino may come 
as a mildly pleasant surprise. But 
if you have heard the hype that, 
despite its title, Naked Boys 
Singing! is actually charming mu¬ 
sical theater, then you may feel a 
little let down. 

Originally created as a lifeline 
for the ailing Celebration Theatre 
in Los Angeles, Naked Boys 
Singing! has become a long-run¬ 
ning New York hit. Expectations 
are high for the locally cast San 
Francisco production that its pre¬ 
senters hope to transfer to anoth¬ 
er theater once its Theatre Rhino 
run is completed. 


For me, this second encounter 
with the musical proved consider¬ 
ably more ingratiating than did 
the first in New York. The winter 
matinee in a drafty theater (with a 
lightboard operator punctuating 
the action with a hacking cough) 
probably was not the optimal cir¬ 
cumstance to experience this par¬ 
ticular show, nor did the shop¬ 
worn cast provide any redeeming 
distractions for this viewer. 

The circumstances of Theatre 
Rhino’s production are much 
more inviting, the cast more ap¬ 
pealing if not always as polished, 
and expectations for the material 
already dealt with. That material 
is made up of 16 numbers that are 
over in 90 minutes, which in¬ 
cludes a 15-minute intermission. 
You can’t say Naked Boys overstays 
its welcome. 

Written by a consortium of 13 
writers, the songs skip lightly 
through a variety of subjects hav¬ 


ing to do with birthday-suit issues: 
a bris, gay gyms, porn stars, nude 
modeling, awkward adolescence, 
masturbation. They are all pleas¬ 
ant ditties that would seem slight 
indeed if unaccompanied by the 
ongoing exhibitionist gimmick. 

F. Allen Sawyer has directed the 
show with high spirits and 
smooth dispatch, and the seven- 
member cast performs with con¬ 
fidant body language. Mostly they 
display amiable charms that don’t 
oversell the material and help 
keep the comfort level high. 

Tom Orr, James Quedado, 
Isaac Brantner, Peter Fogel, Jared 
Fortunato, Arturo Galster and 
Steve Clay provide a unity of spir¬ 
it in a diversity of packages. T

One-man The Velocity of Gar / at NCTC

W ho’s the Boss? was an 
eight-year TV hit that no 
one seemed to watch. At 
least, no one I knew ever did. I did 
know that the stars were Tony 
Danza and Judith Light, and that 
there were some children on the 
show. Who could have imagined 
that one of those sitcom kids 
could mature into the canny the¬ 
ater artist on stage at the New 
Conservatory Theatre Center? 

Danny Pintauro, who played 
an uncomplicated adolescent on 
television, is now starring as a 
seething mass of contradictions in 
The Velocity of Gary (Not His Real 
Name). For more than 90 min¬ 
utes, the 24-year-old actor holds 
the stage, portraying not only a 
naive gay hustler working Times 
Square, but also his colorfully var¬ 
ied friends and lovers. 

Playwright-actor James Still 
created the one-man show as a ve¬ 
hicle for himself, and he per¬ 
formed it around the country for 
a decade. But the role of Gary 
seems tailor-made for the trim, 
slim, and diminutively appealing 
Pintauro, whose pudgy TV face 
has given way to a handsome an¬ 
gularity. On stage at least, Pintau¬ 
ro no longer looks like the boy 
next door.

dience arrives, the scantily clad 
actor is dancing provocatively to a 
techno beat, his head jerking 
around to check out any newcom¬ 
ers to the auditorium.

that finds some fulfillment with a 
bisexual grifter who has “a voice 
like a saxophone fucking a cello.” 

The playwright may some¬ 
times put an unlikely poetry into 
Gary’s mouth, but mostly he finds 
a balance between vernacular au¬ 
thenticity and the need for the¬ 
atrical expression. The play can 
also tiptoe to the edge of senti¬ 
mentality, but always pulls back 
from the precipice. When a baby 
enters Gary’s life and he asks her 
name, the mother replies, 
“Hope... not her real name.” A 
lovely moment, that. 

Gary replays his story through 
a patchwork of flashbacks, and 
Pintauro expertly makes the emo¬ 
tional leaps, not only for Gary but 
for the other characters as well. 
There is a clean honesty to the 
young actor’s work that is polished 
without seeming slick. The play is 
perhaps 10 or 15 minutes too long, 
a problem that can’t be blamed on 
Pintauro or his resourceful direc¬ 
tor, Mark Cannistraro. 

The Velocity of Gary is a brave 
and challenging choice for a 
young actor who first found fame 
in a medium often devoid of those 
traits. The velocity of Danny Pin¬ 
tauro is now at full tilt. T

42nd Street Moon's 'Dear World'

D ear World was such a sure¬ 
fire hit that I bought my 
parents tickets (at $12.50 a 
piece!) to the Broadway-bound 
musical for Christmas of 1968. 
But soon there were gossip-col¬ 
umn items that Angela Lansbury 
was begging producer Alexander 
H. Cohen to close the show in 
Boston. That he declined to do, 
and the production was battered 
by the New York critics and coast¬ 
ed on its hefty advance sale for 132 
performances. 

And my parents, whom I had 
previously sent to Mame? They 
admitted to dozing off during the 
performance. 

In fact, we had all been expect¬ 
ing another Mame. Jerry Herman 
was again writing the songs, 
Jerome Lawrence and Robert E. 
Lee were back to write the book, 
and Lansbury was in her first mu¬ 
sical since becoming the toast of 
Manhattan as Mame Dennis. 

What Herman later claimed he 
conceived as an intimate chamber 
musical was booked into one of the 
largest Broadway theaters, and then 
inflated with production values to 
fill it. But The Madwoman of Chail- 
lot is a far different piece of mater¬ 
ial from Auntie Mame, and the 
cross-purposes and misdirected ex¬ 
pectations doomed the production. 

After its failure, Herman, 
Lawrence, and Lee revised the 
show to what they said they had 


always wanted it to be. That is the 
version that 42nd Street Moon is 
presenting in the appropriately 
chamber-like circumstances of its 
staged-concert series of “lost” 
musicals. It’s a gently enjoyable 
experience that leads 42nd Street 
Moon in a different direction. 

Many of the musicals that the 
troupe revives are song-heavy 
shows with slapdash books that 
flourished before Oklahoma! came 
along. But Dear World preserves 
much of Jean Giraudoux’s The 
Madwoman of Chaillot, and the re¬ 
sult is more a play with music than 
traditional musical comedy. 

Herman’s score largely eschews 
his trademark razzle-dazzle for a 
pleasing collection of ballads and 
anthems. His major lapse is in the 
title song, which lamely tries to re¬ 
capture the popular appeal of his 
title songs for Hello, Dolly! and 
Mame. But director Greg MacKel- 
lan has restored two appealing 
songs that had been cut before the 
show got to Broadway. 

MacKellan’s cast is a varied lot, 
with obviously fresh talents work¬ 
ing alongside veteran performers. 
As Countess Aurelia, the “mad¬ 
woman” who foils a big-business 
conspiracy to raze Paris for the oil 
beneath its landmarks, the es¬ 
timable Meg Mackay is a wise 
choice. She possesses the stage 
presence to focus the production, 
and the vocal and acting talents to 
drive the material. 

Coralie Persse and Bettina 
Devin, two other actresses with 


considerable resumes, provide ex¬ 
quisite work as the countess’ fel¬ 
low madwomen. A green but in¬ 
gratiating Mike Earley and a low- 
key Lianne Marie Dobbs play the 
young lovers, while a believably 
gruff Nick Hoffa and an unusual¬ 
ly mannered Steve Rhyne essay the 
villains of the play. 

Of course, the story is now 
highly dated. It’s impossible to be¬ 
lieve that politicians and business¬ 
men would conspire to gut the 
soul of a fabled city for financial 
gain. It’s all a fantasy, right? ▼

act particularly, at times barely 
seem to register — at least not 
until someone takes flight. John 
Glover, who won a Tony Award for 
Love! Valour! Compassion!, also 
seems tentative in the early scenes 
as Hans Christian Andersen, 
adopting an odd accent as he plays 
himself as a boy. 

But Glover hits his stride as the 
second act begins and he stands 
alone on stage to deliver a story 
about a teapot. In Glover’s hands, 
this monologue about a piece of 
pottery with a Zen-like philoso¬ 
phy toward existence actually had 
the audience reacting audibly to 
its twists and turns. As the second 
act continues, Glover shows more 
and more range in a role without 
clear borders. 

Beyond Glover, the ensemble 
cast remains part of the fabric. But 
veteran avant-garde dancer Rob 
Besserer, as Hans Christian An¬ 
dersen’s Shadow, who may be 
found standing askew on a 
rooftop or somersaulting through 
the ether, is noteworthy. 

Hans Christian Andersen is a 
gentle journey through one cre¬ 
ative man’s tumultuous soul. The 
story never really feels grounded, 
but you cannot say the production 
fails to take flight. ▼

T he official title of ACT’s sea¬ 
son opener is Frank Loesser’s 
Hans Christian Andersen, 
but the addition of the late song¬ 
writer’s name is surely more a 
contractual issue than a creative 
one. While all of Loesser’s songs 
from the 1952 movie musical are 


heard, augmented with several less 
memorable tunes from two failed 
stage musicals, what’s on stage 
should most accurately be called 
Martha Clarke’s Hans Christian 
Andersen. 

The songs are often incidental 
to what the forward-looking di¬ 
rector has achieved for this errat¬ 
ic psycho-biography of the Dan¬ 
ish weaver of fairy tales. Using an 
elaborate system of trap doors and 
suspension wires, characters rise 
from beneath the stage and float 
in from the rafters. They tumble, 
they glide, they hover, and they 
soar in Clarke’s exquisitely dream¬ 
like aerial choreography, which 
can sometimes look like a 
Magritte painting come to life or 
a magic-mushroom version of 
Peter Pan. 

This is a biography as an ex¬ 
tended dream, as Hans Christian 
Andersen wafts through episodes 
of his life and the stories they ap¬ 
parently inspired. I say “apparent¬ 
ly,” because in Sebastian Barry’s 
new script, the leaps from person¬ 
al experiences to realized fairy 
tales can seem tenuous. 

Andersen is recalling, he tells 
us, “the things that hurt me into 
what I am.” They include an im¬ 
poverished childhood, a cruel 
schoolmaster, and an unrequited 
love affair. “For more than 50 
years,” he concludes, “I have been 
the shadow of my true self.” 

But this insight is more ex¬ 
plained than revealed through the 
series of the scenes that, in the first

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Passion unfulfilled 

San Francisco Opera's 'Luisa Milled

Ipfe uring the first two acts of 
|| jg Verdi’s Luisa Miller at the 
IMP War Memorial Opera 
House Saturday night, I thought I 
was sleepy and out-of-sorts be¬ 
cause I’d had too much of Tracy 
Desjardins’ braised short ribs and 
cinnamon apple crisp. The perfor¬ 
mance seemed logy and loud, stiff 
and cold. Donald Runnicles, as he 
often does on opening nights, be¬ 
cause the adrenaline is flowing, 
had his orchestra pounding and 
crashing. Seated on the right side, 
close to the pit, all we could hear 
during the overture was the 
thump of the bass drum and the 
crash of the cymbals. During the 
applause, I’m ashamed to say I 
whispered to my companion, “My 
God, Kurt Herbert Adler lives.” 

Then the curtain went up on 
Michael Yeargan’s techno-mini¬ 
malist set, and we were not in the 
17th-century Tyrol, but in the 
weird conceptual world of stage 
director Francesca Zambello. 
Thing is, she’s smart and imagina¬ 
tive, and one can enjoy her the¬ 
atrical conceits on the level of su¬ 
perior stagecraft, without ever 
feeling that she has penetrated to 
the heart of the composer or of his 


his “E lucevan le stelle” at Friday’s 
Mansouri Gala (next to Olga 
Borodina’s “Mon coeur,” the best 
pure singing all evening) and this 
performance as Count Rodolfo, I 
have no hesitation in naming 
Giordani a major stud. Forget 
Roberto Alagna; Giordani is cur¬ 
rently singing like a god. His clar¬ 
ity in “Quando le sere al placido,” 
the tapering phrase endings, the 
electric high notes (with none of 
that “Now I’m going to have a 
cerebral hemorrhage” nonsense 
that disfigured Richard Margison’s 
“Nessun dorma” at the Gala) and 
his manly, concerned stage pres¬ 
ence are as good as you are going 
to get in this repertory. Can hard¬ 
ly wait for his Gabriele Adorno 
next summer. (And, as my com¬ 
panion said, “Wouldn’t you kill to 
hear him sing Puccini’s Des 
Grieux?”) 

Elena Zaremba, making her 
entrance on a huge wooden horse 
(which hung around in Luisa’s 
bedroom and other odd places), 
wore red and lilac satin dresses de¬ 
signed by Dunya Ramicova. She 
made a pro-active, raucous 
Countess Frederica, Luisa’s rival in 
love for the hapless Rodolfo. 

As for the three vital baritones and 
basses in this piece, the casting 
was typical of artistic administra- 


Patricia Racette, always a 
reliable artist but seldom 
incandescent, sounded strident and 
unsettled in her difficult first aria. 


characters. Granted, Luisa Miller is 
still “early” Verdi, from 1849, and 
it alternates dreary formulas with 
off-the-wall modernism such as 
the unaccompanied quartet, un¬ 
fortunately here sung mostly out 
of tune. 

In the last act, the composer fi¬ 
nally arrives at the Verdian part of 
the score — unfulfilled passion 
and father-daughter misery. It’s 
what he did best all his career, and 
he does it fabulously here. Not 
surprisingly, the performance 
suddenly snapped into focus. 
Zambello’s staging got taut and 
simple. Runnicles began to con¬ 
duct emotion rather than an or¬ 
chestra (think about it). Singing 
the leads for the first time, Patri¬ 
cia Racette and Marcello Gior¬ 
dani, who had been very good up 
to then, escalated to thrilling. Even 
baritone Evgenij Dmitriev, pretty 
much a damp squib as Luisa’s fa¬ 
ther up to that point, improved. 

Racette, always a reliable artist 
but seldom incandescent, sound¬ 
ed strident and unsettled in her 
difficult first aria. This part calls 
for a couple of voices — an inno¬ 
cent Donizettian peasant maid, an 
accomplished bel canto coloratu¬ 
ra, & la Violetta, and, in the last 
act, a budding Desdemona. 
Racette commands all three voic¬ 
es, though she sometimes seems 
to be singing “at” her listeners, 
rather than gathering them in. 
Once Luisa had decided that her 
world was unbearable and her fa¬ 
ther talked her out of suicide only 
to have her jealous lover poison 
her, Verdi gave Racette enough 
material to make magic with. 

A stud is born 

As for Giordani, the Sicilian 
tenor has always been handsome, 
upright and honest on stage. After 
last year’s Fernand {La Favorite ),

I love sex on the opera stage — 
Borodina looked ready to take on 
the 49ers and the Giants in her se¬ 
ductive Gala excerpt — but it is 
inappropriate and embarrassing 
in Verdi. 

Even worse vocally was 
Francesco Ellero d’Artegna as 
Count Walter, Rodolfo’s father 
and one of Verdi’s most relentless 
villains. His sound is a steady roar, 
except when it becomes an un¬ 
steady roar. It is grating, unsubtle, 
uncovered and basically torture to 
listen to. James Morris improvis¬ 
ing half the Dutchman’s mono¬ 
logue at the Gala, and Ellero 
d’Artegna and Saks yowling the 
Walter-Wurm duet qualified as 
the worst bass/baritone singing of 
the season so far. And it was only 
two days old. ▼

tor Christina Scheppelmann. Ru¬ 
mored to be the first casualty of 
the new Pamela Rosenberg 
regime, Scheppelmann makes the 
most peculiarly uninformed 
choices in low-voiced men. 

One of her favorites is Paolo 
Gavanelli, who withdrew from 
Luisa Miller to be replaced by a 
young Russian, Evgenij Dmitriev. 
As an internal source told me after 
the dress rehearsal, “You’ll be 
wishing for Gavanelli.” Without 
going that far, one can’t help won¬ 
der how SFO, which used to be 
one of the half-dozen major opera 
companies in the world, ends up 
with a leading baritone on open¬ 
ing night who would sound 
gauche in the Merola Program? 
Dmitriev has no stage presence, is 
way too young to play a grizzled 
old soldier, and while singing 
weakly, repeatedly coughed dur¬ 
ing the entire first set. 

Was he ill? Give him credit, he 
hung in there, and when Miller’s 
music stops hectoring and be¬ 
comes pathetic and sad, 
Dmitriev’s performance improved 
100 percent. 

By then, Racette had her pa¬ 
thetic accents working as well, and 
they conveyed a lot of Verdi’s 
pathos and tenderness. The other 
two basses never redeemed them¬ 
selves. I think Gidon Saks (Wurm) 
was ill; his top notes tended to 
emerge as strangled yelps. He’s a 
leather man’s dream, with swarthy 
good looks, a trim beard and 
enough chest hair to stuff a mat¬ 
tress. Thing is, no Verdian bari¬ 
tone should expose his chest hair. 
Zambello suggested that Wurm’s 
manipulation of Luisa included 
graphic rape, something all wrong 
for Verdi, the chastest of com¬ 
posers. (And I am not talking 
about the text, but about the 
music; occasionally somebody in

' Nightclubbing' at Yerba Buena Center

P at Ivers and Emily Arm¬ 
strong’s documentary 
ai Nightclubbing: New York 
Punk and New Wave, 1975-1980 
shows at Yerba Buena Center this 
Friday, September 15. 

Nightclubbing was shot over 
several years in the late 1970s in 
various New York City clubs. 
Originally, the footage gathered to 
comprise Nightclubbing was 
shown on cable television, in clubs 
and in galleries. 

Obvious highlights of the doc¬ 
umentary are the performances by 
Blondie and the Talking Heads, 
acts who went on to be hugely 
successful. Both segments, shot in 
1975, catch the bands pre-super¬ 
stardom. Other bands featured in 
Nightclubbing include the Dead 
Kennedys, Cramps, Richard Hell 
and the Voidoids, Iggy Pop, 
Lounge Lizards, Revlons, Pylon 
and the Bush Tetras. 

Ivers and Armstrong shot these 
bands with bare-bones framing 
and orchestration. Crowd shots 
are limited as well, appearing only 
minimally. Nightclubbing consists 
almost completely of perfor¬ 
mances stitched into segments. 


The emphasis is entirely upon the 
performances themselves. The 
video stock is grainy in places, and 
unadorned. Most bands seem to 
ignore the camera filming them 
entirely, and they perform with¬ 
out the self-consciousness that 
television-primed acts exhibit. 


There is no interaction with the 
documentary-makers whatsoever. 
This style of filming renders the 
performances organic, as if the 


filming itself was an incidental 
event. 

As far as viewing pleasures are 
concerned, Nightclubbing will 
clearly be of greater interest to 
fans of a particular rock ’n’ roll 
trajectory than to a wide audience. 
Inventive 1970s rock of the type 


showcased here was still largely 
driven by instruments as opposed 
to synthesizers. Many of these acts 
influenced the directions that pop 
music took in the 1980s and be¬ 
yond. 

Nightclubbingfs aesthetic is in¬ 
teresting in its minimalist adhe¬ 
sion to the substance of the per¬ 
formances themselves. The cam¬ 
era is mediating the performances 
it captures, but in a very unobtru¬ 
sive manner. For those with 
cultish devotion to this music, 
Nightclubbing will thrill. For those 
without such a predilection, the 
film will not be of particular in¬ 
terest. 

But there is considerable his¬ 
torical value to the clips that com¬ 
prise Nightclubbing. This docu¬ 
mentary reveals a now-van¬ 
quished New York, a Downtown 
scene that flourished alongside the 
disco era and in rejection of it. 
Gentrification in the 1980s signif¬ 
icantly altered the neighborhoods 
where the underground rock 
scene exploded. 

Nightclubbing is a record of the 
past also insofar as it provides a 
peek into a pre-MTV rock world. 
Today, musical acts are snapped 
up and pigeonholed efficiently. 
Music companies blanket with 
niche targeting and marketing 
strategies that whittle music and 
its creators down, into units for 
sale. This isn’t news, of course, but 
it’s interesting to watch these 
bands create music for a scene 
that was a fabulous end unto it¬ 
self. 

Nightclubbing screens Fri., 
Sept. 15 at 8 p.m. Admission is $6; 
$3 for students, seniors and Cen¬ 
ter members. The video series 
continues on Fri., Sept. 22 with a 
double feature, Live from CBGBs, 
1975-77 (featuring early Blondie 
and Talking Heads performances) 
and Modern Music, a perfor¬ 
mance-based selection of perfor¬ 
mances. On Friday, Sept. 29, an¬ 
other double feature will follow, 
Roots of Hardcore and Danceteria 
Video Lounge. Roots of Hardcore is 
a punk-centered feature; Dancete¬ 
ria Video Lounge is less drawn to 
the margins, including acts as 
pop-oriented as the Go-Gos and 
Kid Creole and the Coconuts. T

of shots that keeps raising the 
stakes of how we will find a way to 
blend [Charlie’s] past and present, 
the story and the storyteller.”

Tricks of the trade 

Director Shear says that many 
filmgoers are just as surprised as 
Matt to learn who Charlie is. 
“Charlie reveals that he’s follow¬ 
ing a man, and you just hear these 
gasps, depending on what they’ve 
assumed about him.” 

Shear describes how a theatri¬ 
cal moment is created on screen 
through a camera trick which first 
brings Charlie and Matt into the 
frame together, then allows Matt 
to step into a past scene where an 
older woman piles 50 dollar bills 
on the bar until he agrees to unzip 
for her. When she dies in a plane 
crash, she leaves him the insur¬ 
ance. Shear says, “You’ve used one 
shot not only to establish a rapport 
between two people in a bar, but 
now you’ve carried him [Matt] 
over and allowed him to use the 
story to further his connection.... 
[This] is the beginning of a series 


explains that “Charlie and Matt 
bond over Matt’s limitation. A lot 
of the movie is about how sexual 
orientation changes the dynamic 
between strangers. Charlie and 
Matt are the only pair of strangers 
who surmount that issue. [Others 
have] a hard time reconnecting 
when sexuality enters the picture.” 

Through the shooting of Urba¬ 
nia, Shear had to adjust the film’s 
often unsettling contradictions, to 
balance paranoia against smug 
urban cool, and still set us up to 
feel Charlie’s pain and to distin¬ 
guish it from the pain he’s con¬ 
stantly inflicting on others. Dan 
Futterman brought his infectious 
grin to the role of Charlie, a cast¬ 
ing coup. “The movie lives or dies 
based on his performance,” says 
Shear. “I wanted an actor who was 
really fluid, who was both attrac¬ 
tive and regular looking, who was 
sexual in a very flexible way. When 
you discover who he really likes to 
sleep with, it doesn’t seem like a 
betrayal. Danny is just capable of 
anything.” 

Seeking to capitalize on the 
undercurrent of dread that runs

teasing us along the way about 
what the hell Charlie’s story is. 

U-rbania combines the sub¬ 
stance of P.J. Castellaneta’s rumi¬ 
nations on odd-couple pairings in 
films such as Together Alone and 
Relax... It's Just Sex with the dis¬ 
jointed nightmare style of Adrian 
Lyne’s Jacob’s Ladder. 

The Film sidesteps the trap of 
upstaging itself or tipping its hand 
too soon through a combination 
of deft writing and dazzling edit¬ 
ing, with more splices than Hitch¬ 
cock’s The Birds. Charlie’s quest 
plays like a tense poker game. He 
seems instinctively to know when 
to call someone’s bluff or raise the 
ante. Early in the film, he wanders 
into a working-class bar and is 
about to quiz Matt the bartender 
(Josh Hamilton) about a man he’s 
chasing, when he suddenly real¬ 
izes where he is. “You don’t want 
to hear this. This isn’t that kind of 
bar, and from the looks of things, 
you’re not that kind of bartender.” 

Matt takes the bait. “Look, I 
hold no objections to human 
needs. We’ve all been there — the 
heart racing, pulse beating, penis 
throbbing.” Charlie leans forward 
in his seat, and Matt, realizing 
who he’s talking to, switches gears. 
“Hey, look, I don’t know you. You

throughout the movie and anx¬ 
ious to keep audiences from 
guessing the nature of Charlie’s 
quest, Shear told Futterman and 
the veteran cast, including 
Lothaire Bluteau ( Jesus of Montre¬ 
al ) and Fassbinder starlet Barbara 
Sukowa ( Berlin Alexanderplatz ), 
“to play every scene as if it were a 
comedy, that every scene is to be 
played as if you have found your 
soulmate in the stranger.” Shear 
says the cast soon realized they 
could have quite a lot of fun with 
this weird little story. 

Shear’s ability to pull off Urba- 
nia’s many tricks partly stems 
from his role in another dark film, 
Michael Lehmann and Daniel 
Waters’ deadly satire on the price 
of high school popularity, 
Heathers. “I was Rodney the milk- 
spewing geek,” he says. “My shin¬ 
ing moment on laser and DVD is 
when Lehmann and Waters call 
me the ‘Robert DeNiro of geeks.’” 

Shear believes that Heathers 
was prophetic about the social ills 
that would later explode into 
Columbine, to which Christian 
Slater’s neo-Jack Nicholson voice 
would add ironic detachment. 
“The writer [Waters] had a lot of 
anger that came out through that 
character. And there’s a similarity 
with Charlie’s character in Urba¬ 
nia — each of the scenes puts you 
further and further into this heart 
of darkness, where the movie be¬ 
comes more macabre and scarier 
and sexier. [Danny does Charlie] 
with a certain amount of sly wit 
that keeps you off-balance in the 
way that was Christian Slater’s 
bailiwick, and which audiences 
haven’t yet seen in a gay charac¬ 
ter.” ▼

Unbeknownst 
to Chicken George, aka Middle 
America’s Everyman, his creepy 
family has organized marathon 
phone-ins to banish anyone but 
George, which is how Brittany got 
kicked out. (Brittany has now 
hooked up with former housemate 
Karen, who left her husband and 
moved to California. The two are 


painful. Plus, we cannot remem¬ 
ber a less charismatic TV person¬ 
ality ever than host Julie Chen. 
She’s more vicious than Alex Tre- 
bek. Does she pull the wings off 
insects during commercial breaks? 

For those with only one hour 
to kill with TV, tune in to the re¬ 
maining episodes of ABC’s reality 
show, Hopkins 24/7. Airing over 
six weeks in the Wednesday 20/20 
time slot, the show focuses on Bal¬ 
timore’s prestigious Johns Hop¬ 
kins Hospital and couldn’t be 
more fascinating. Crisp editing 
and superb reporting make this 
show a must-see. It’s also mar¬ 
velous to see women and people 
of color as doctors (perhaps non 
reality-based TV could learn 
something here), like the pediatric 
neurosurgeon who is top in his 
field — and happens to be African 
American. Hopkins 24/7 deals 
with disturbing but substantive is¬ 
sues in medicine today, from 
inner-city violence to HMOs to 
AIDS. Well worth watching. 

We’re ready for the new fall 
season, which begins on the WB 
next week and everywhere else in 
October. Daytime talk shows and 
tabloids premiered last week, and 
now we know: Oprah hasn’t 
slimmed down over the summer, 
and neither has Rosie. But we 
must say Leeza Gibbons looks fab¬ 
ulous as the new host of Extra, and 
resident queer reporter Jerry Pe- 
nacoli has clearly made some pact 
with the Netherworld — he’s 
aging slower than Dick Clark. 

Finally, for those wondering 
what happened to the person-of- 
the-week spot on The View, Bar¬ 
bara Walters canned it after an em¬ 
barrassing exchange with Ameri¬ 
ca’s Sweetheart, Debbie Reynolds. 
When BW asked Debbie, “What’s 
the most important thing you 
learned in your life?” Debbie re¬ 
sponded, “Where my clitoris is.” 

Now, that’s reality TV. A little 
too real for ABC and BW, howev¬

Queer survivors of genocide 

Rob Epstein and Jeffrey Friedman discover a lost generation

p n the century between the rise 

of Chancellor Bismarck in 
m Germany in the early 1870s 
and the worldwide revolt of 
queers in the late 1960s, 26 words 
in the German penal code con¬ 
demned several generations of 
sexual nonconformists to a living 
nightmare of discrimination, legal 
persecution, and finally, after the 
rise of Adolph Hitler, extermina¬ 
tion. Of the approximately 
100,000 men arrested for homo¬ 
sexuality under the Third Reich 
— as many as 15,000 would wind 
up in the concentration camps — 
only about 4,000, forced by Nazi 
authorities to wear pink triangles 
as badges of their infamy, would 
survive and be released, still bear¬ 
ing the stigma of moral depravity. 
They were denied any recognition 
of their suffering, any compensa¬ 
tion for their ruined lives, or any 
opportunity to tell their harrow¬ 
ing stories or have the world re¬ 
member their names. 

In Paragraph 175, Oscar-win¬ 
ning filmmakers Rob Epstein and 
Jeffrey Friedman employ their 
finely-nuanced alchemy of pre¬ 
sent-day interviews and the 
hauntingly poetic use of archival 
records to restore life to an al¬ 
most-lost generation of homosex¬ 
ual men and women, the spiritual 
ancestors of today’s queer nation, 
a generation run over by history. 

In a recent interview, filmmak¬ 
er Epstein notes that a crushing 
irony exists in the use by the mod¬ 
ern gay movement of the pink tri¬ 
angle. “There really was no recog¬ 
nition that the men who had ac¬ 
tually worn these triangles were 
still alive. They were aware of gay 
liberation, but they were not con¬ 
nected with it in any way. I think 
the isolation! that they lived in 
after the war was one the saddest 
parts of the story.” 


It took the diabolical methods 
of the Nazi Party to make the Ger¬ 
man anti-sodomy law (a law simi¬ 
lar to statutes on the books in half 
the states in this country) so ru¬ 
inous to the lives of so many. Ep¬ 
stein and Friedman demonstrate 
how the perverted and widely pop¬ 
ular science of eugenics was em¬ 
ployed by the Nazis to accuse 
queers of corrupting the moral 
fiber and the very blood of the Ger¬ 
man people. After the war, these 
survivors of the Nazi war against 
homosexuals lacked even the satis¬ 
faction of being acknowledged as 
victims of the Holocaust, the term 
generally reserved for Jewish vic¬ 
tims of the Nazi’s Final Solution. 

What gives Paragraph 175 its 
biggest emotional jolt is the sight 
of five old men and one woman 
explaining what it meant to be at¬ 
tracted to your own sex during 
Germany’s version of The Roaring 
’20s. Ranging in age from their 
mid-70s to their early 90s, these 
queer survivors can’t be easily 
lumped together, or their memo¬ 
ries sentimentalized. Even their 
names have an old-fashioned ring 
to them: Gad Beck, Heinz 
Dormer, Pierre Seel, Albrecht 
Becker, Annette Eick and Heinz F. 

Cannon fodder 

One of the most harrowing sto¬ 
ries depicted in Paragraph 175 is 
that of Frenchman Pierre Seel. A 
native of the border region of Al¬ 
sace-Lorraine, Seel was an almost 
accidental victim of history. Ar¬ 
rested by French police after naive¬ 
ly reporting a theft in a gay club, 
Seel was interrogated about his 
sexuality and suspected of involve¬ 
ment with the French resistance. 
Sent to an internment camp at 17, 
Seel was used as a kind of sexual 
cannon fodder by camp guards. He 
escaped captivity, but not without 
terrible scars. Allowed to return to 
his family only on the condition 
that he never disclose the reason 


Paragraph 175 
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and contemporary interviews 
with five male survivors and one 
German Jewish lesbian who nar¬ 
rowly escaped a concentration 
camp by immigrating to London. 
Most of them reflect back on their 
initial feeling that, as German na¬ 
tionals, they would be protected 
from Hitler. But as the mood of 
the times changed, they each 
learned of the special hell reserved 
for them. Although lesbians were 
not singled out for persecution 
(because their condition was con¬ 
sidered “temporary and treat¬ 
able”), the life they knew disap¬ 
peared almost overnight. Thirty 
days after Hitler became chancel¬ 
lor in 1933, he closed all of Berlin’s 
gay bars. Gay men were arrested 
without trials and forced into 
slave labor, medical experiments, 
or castration. And as several of the 
survivors testify, gang rape and 
forced penetration with foreign 
objects were common tortures. 
After the war, many of the male 
homosexuals were actually re-ar¬ 
rested and imprisoned again; all 
were excluded from reparations by 
the German government. 

Paragraph 175 has an intelligent 
narration written by Sharon Wood 
and rendered in hushed tones by 
Rupert Everett. Tibor Szemzo pro¬ 
vides an enigmatic and evocative 
score, and cinematographer Bernd 
Meiners’ contemporary footage is 


beautifully blended with historic 
photos by the film’s editor Dawn 
Logsdon. Although a somewhat 
somber tone is inevitable, given 
the film’s subject matter, Paragraph 
175 is more provocative than de¬ 
pressing. It forces the viewer to 
think about society’s attitudes to¬ 
ward those perceived as different; 
and without specific references, it 
should also force people to consid¬ 
er existing sodomy laws in this 
country, and the way those laws 
could similarly be used to perse¬ 
cute individuals. 

Inspired by the pioneering re¬ 
search of German historian Dr. 
Klaus Miller, Paragraph 175 is a film 
that is made even more powerful by 
its overall restraint combined with 
occasional humorous moments. 
The most eloquent testimony 
comes from eyes of the survivors, 
wordless, distant glances that speak 
volumes about the human spirit 
and its capacity for transcendence. 
Rob Epstein and Jeffrey Friedman 
have not only taken up the chal¬ 
lenge of providing information that 
many will not want to hear, but 
they have encapsulated it in the 
form of an evocative film whose 
frames unfold quietly, like the pages 
of an epic poem. The careful ob¬ 
server will find as much meaning in 
the silences, the spaces between the 
words, as there is in the film’s recita¬ 
tion of history. T

for his arrest, Seel would later be¬ 
come suicidal after entering a mar¬ 
riage of convenience. 

Filmmaker Friedman recalls 
Seel’s anguished ambivalence to¬ 
wards appearing in the film. “It 
was very painful for him to go 
back and have to recount it. On 
the one hand, he desperately 
wanted to tell [his story] and was 
hoping for catharsis, but every 
time he approached it, he had a vi¬ 
olently hostile reaction to the 
German-born interviewer,” Dr. 
Klaus Muller, a German historian 
working for the US Holocaust 
Memorial Museum. Muller so¬ 
licited Epstein and Friedman to 
undertake the project on the 
strength of their work decon¬ 
structing Hollywood homophobia 
of the same era in The Celluloid 


Closet. The nakedly emotional 
confrontation between Seel and 
Muller is one of Paragraph 175’s 
great moments of catharsis. At 
one point in the interview, Seel 
says to Muller, “I’m both angry 
and, at the same time, I somehow 
want to spare your feelings.” 

Friedman notes that Seel did 
finally come to peace with the 
project during the film’s debut at 
the Berlin Film Festival. “It was a 
very emotional experience for him 
to go back to see the film in Ger¬ 
many. He got a tremendous re¬ 
sponse from the audience, which 
he was very moved by. He came to 
the stage and made this speech of 
reconciliation to an audience of 
1,500 persons.” 

The film’s most upbeat segment 
comes from the youngest of the 
survivors, Gad Beck. From a mixed 
Jewish/Christian background, 
Beck was able to avoid capture by 
obtaining Christian identity pa¬ 
pers. His raging libido threatened 
to give him away — he once came 
on to his high school gym teacher, 
and later boasted of his conquest to 
his mother. A natural-born free¬ 
dom fighter, Beck would later join 
a hardy band of Zionist resistance 
workers nestled in the heart of 
Berlin. Epstein explains that Beck 
“used his sexuality to further the 
cause. He traded on his boss’s in¬ 
fatuation with him to hide people 
in his boss’s apartment. He also 
talks about how important it was 
to have moments of love in that 
period — he’s a real romantic! He 
attributes a lot of his survival to his 


great propensity for making love.” 

With the ability to literally 
charm the pants off almost any¬ 
body, Beck gives the film some of 
its sweetest moments. “He’s one of 
the people in the film who help 
give a sense of how free and how 
much fun gay life was before the 
Nazis came to power,” Friedman 
says. Ultimately, Beck also provides 
Paragraph 175 with one of its al¬ 
most unbearably painful scenes, as 
he recounts his near-rescue of his 
then-lover from a Gestapo transfer 
camp. Beck had brazenly walked 
into the camp wearing the uniform 
of a Hitler Youth. As they walked 
away from the camp, the lover, 
Manfred, got cold feet and insisted 
on returning to captivity to be with 
his family. Even a half-century 
later, Beck recalls, as if it had just 
happened, the last glimpse he had 
of Manfred walking back into the 
clutches of the Gestapo. 

Epstein and Friedman note the 
irony of how their work on Para¬ 
graph 175 has echoes of their last 
film, The Celluloid Closet. There 
were odd similarities between ex¬ 
amining the German homosexual 
rights movement’s attempt in the 
late ’20s and early ’30s to repeal 
Paragraph 175, and the open sexu¬ 
ality of Hollywood films made in 
the early ’30s before the produc¬ 
tion code banned all mention of 
homosexuality. “The production 
code happened, interestingly, just 
about the same time that the Nazis 
came to power,” says Epstein. “I 
don’t know what the connection 
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Pictures from a vanished city

W hen Wayne F. Miller re¬ 
turned to Chicago from 
his service during World 
War II, he recalled a shipboard 
conversation: “Guns and bombs 
might win the war, but ignorance 
and suspicion would surely lose 
the peace. Only through awareness 
and understanding, we agreed, 
could foes ever become friends, 
and friends become neighbors.” 

Miller was a combat photogra¬ 
pher, and he imagined that “with a 
camera, I might be able to docu¬ 
ment the things that make this 
human race of ours a family” 
Miller was given a grant by the 
Guggenheim Foundation to pho¬ 
tograph “The Way of Life of the 
Northern Negro.” That Miller, a 
white man, was able to travel the 
South Side of Chicago and take 
photographs in black neighbor¬ 
hoods and black homes is a trib¬ 
ute both to him and the people 
whose lives he witnessed. Some of 
his astonishing photographs have 
been collected in Chicago’s South 


Side, 1946-1948 (University of 
California, $25). The South Side 
and Harlem are, in Gordon Parks’ 
words, “cities of blackness 
crammed inside larger cities of 
whiteness [that] offered mostly 
hunger, frustration, and anger to 
their tenement dwellers.” 

Parks’ commentary offers a per¬ 


sonal and historical framework for 
the work. He explains that “many 
of Wayne Miller’s images slice 
through me like a razor... . 
Wayne went to wherev¬ 
er his conscience 
called him, and his 
camera’s eye bap¬ 
tized whatever con¬ 
fronted him. 

[Miller] was sim¬ 
ply speaking for 
people who found 
it hard to speak for themselves.” 

Miller’s subjects are unforget¬ 
table, and their images speak vol¬ 
umes about people to whom every 
promise was broken but who nev¬ 
ertheless endured. Don’t miss this 
breathtaking collection. 

Dress for success 

Cross-dressers are not a new 
phenomenon. Charlotte Cushman 
(1816-1876), for example, was con¬ 
sidered by many to be the greatest 
actress of her age, at the height of 
her career one of the most famous 
women in the world, renowned for 
her dramatic portrayals and skill at 
breeches parts. Aurore Dupin 
(1804-1876) became the writer 
George Sand, choosing a masculine 
name to correspond to her male 
costumes. Two new biographies ex¬ 
plore these 19th-century rebels 
who were considerably more than 


what they wore. 

George Sand: A Woman’s Life 
Writ Large by Belinda Jack (Knopf, 
$30) offers a detailed look at this 
mysterious woman. “She is France’s 
most famous woman writer, but is 
most known as the famous lover of 
the celebrated Chopin, and vari¬ 
ously described not in relation to 
her writing but rather as a frigid, bi¬ 
sexual nymphomaniac, or ‘Good 
Lady ofNohant.’” 

Jack explores questions of class 
and gender throughout this high¬ 
ly readable and remarkably enter¬ 
taining book. Sand was born in 
1804, as she described it, “the last 
year of the [French] Republic, the 
first year of Empire,” and the pre¬ 
dictions at her birth reflected the 
class differences between her par¬ 
ents and their families. Jack ex¬ 
plains that Aurore’s Aunt Lucie 
“provided the assembled compa¬ 
ny with a no doubt pre¬ 
dictable augury: 
‘Born in the midst 
of pink and music, 
she will be happy.’” 
Aurore’s father, 
however, announced, 
“‘She will be 
called Aurore, 
like her grand¬ 
mother, who is 
not here to bless her, but who will 
one day.’ The humble Aunt Lucie’s 
superstition, her sense of hope, 
impotent hope, contrasts with the 
aristocrat’s realism, associated not 
simply with hope but with a sense 
of his influence, his control, his 
power over the world. George Sand 
was a remarkable woman, brought 
vividly to life by Belinda Jack. 

In a fascinating biography, When 
Romeo Was a Woman: Charlotte 
Cushman and Her Circle of Female 
Spectators (University of Michigan, 
$37.50), Lisa Merrill explores the life 
and milieu of a famous American 
lesbian actress, who “lived in a tu¬ 
multuous age when thinking about 
gender was in flux... . Charlotte 
Cushman — a woman who loved 
other woman — was a lightning 
rod for many of these cultural shifts 
and changes. In a period when most 
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was, but there was a real clamp- 
down on morality in this country 
as well in the mid-’30s. It’s inter¬ 
esting to look back at time when 
things seemed as free as you could 
imagine. We tend to have this idea 
that there’s a progression towards 
more open-mindedness and free¬ 
dom. When you look at the long 
view, you see a lot more cycles of 
liberation and repression.” 

Invisible women 

Paragraph 175 reclaims a whole 
thought-to-be-lost history of gay 
and lesbian clubs, of pre-Nazi gay 
history in Berlin. Part of that lost 
history is the once-vibrant world 
of lesbian clubs and social net¬ 
works. Annette Eick spent her 
adult years in England thanks to a 
fortuitous act by a young woman 
she had a fierce crush on, a Mar¬ 
lene Dietrich lookalike who sent 
transit papers, facilitating Eick’s 
escape to London. Otherwise, Eick 
recalls, she would have joined her 
family in Auschwitz. She was per¬ 
secuted not for loving women, but 
for being of Jewish German ances¬ 
try. Just as Paragraph 175 avoided 
any mention of lesbians, the Nazi 
authorities mostly overlooked 
what women did together. Ger¬ 
man lesbians’ fate was mostly to 
disappear: to leave little trace of 
the glorious party that had flour- 


middle-class women were admon¬ 
ished to be passive, submissive, do¬ 
mestic, and above all, chaste, she en¬ 
deavored to support herself, her 
.family, and, later, the women with 
whom she shared her life through 
her labor in the sexually charged 
arena of the stage.” 

Merrill examines Cushman’s 
private and public personae, argu¬ 
ing that the pathologizing of lesbian 
sexuality by the sexologists of the 
20th century led to efforts to “erase 
her or render her merely unusual, 
‘odd,’ or inconsequential.” The 
Cushman of this book could never 
be inconsequential. Merrill offers us 
a compelling look at the ways in 
which women-loving women find a 
way to live their lives in spite of cul¬ 
tural efforts to disappear us. When 
Romeo Was a Woman is a biography 
to relish and reread.

ished so splendidly and briefly. 

Epstein and Friedman note 
that their work on Paragraph 175 
helped to debunk some myths 
about gays under the Nazis — the 
myth of gay Nazis, and the myth 
of a Nazi Holocaust against gay 
men. While some Nazi storm 
troopers under the command of 
the openly and indiscreetly homo¬ 
sexual Ernst Roehm were homo¬ 
sexual, and Nazi critics often gay- 
baited Hitler’s party as a “sissy 
army,” in fact the Nazis shared the 
same hostility towards homosex¬ 
uality as the rest of German soci¬ 
ety. Roehm, once one of Hitler’s 
closet allies, would later be sacri¬ 
ficed to the cause of consolidating 
the party’s grip on the German 
state. Hitler’s ordered killing of 
Roehm and many of his troopers 
was the first of many times that 
murder would become an official 
tool of the state under Nazism. 

The persecution of gay men, 
while vicious and sadly effective, 
was never as systematic as the 
Final Solution plan to exterminate 
Europe’s Jews and Gypsies. Ep¬ 
stein and Friedman say that the 
saddest part of the Nazi war on 
homosexuals was that no one after 
the war ever saw fit to apologize or 
in any way make amends to this 
cursed generation of queer men. 
Fittingly, the Berlin debut of Para¬ 
graph 175 has led to the introduc¬ 
tion of legislation in the German 
Bundestag offering relief to specif¬ 
ically homosexual Nazi victims. ▼

Songs from the

G ay singer/songwriter Mark 
Weigle, who currently re¬ 
sides in Vallejo, arrived on 
the gay music scene in 1998, when 
his groundbreaking first CD, The 
Truth Is, was voted Outvoice CD 
of the year. The recording also 
garnered Weigle two GLAMA 
(Gay and Lesbian American 
Music Awards) nominations, one 
for Best Debut Artist, the other for 
Best Song of the Year. In early 
2000, after his song “I Confess” 
made him one of 25 finalists in the 
USA Songwriting Competition, 
the largest and most prestigious 
songwriting competition in the 
world, Weigle released his second 
CD, All That Matters. 

The 32-year-old singer was 
born and raised in a semi-rural 
area west of Minneapolis. The 
youngest of six children, he was 
always aware that he had special 
feeling for other guys. “When I 
was a young boy,” Weigle explains, 
“I always wanted to be around 
guys and watch ’em, even though 
they scared me because I was al¬ 
ways small and never real tough.” 

Finding it difficult to hide his 
secret desires while living with his 
Catholic, alcoholic family, Weigle 
left home the day he graduated 
high school. After rafting the Col¬ 
orado River for 18 days, he moved 
in with his brother in Montana. In 
a nearby town, he had sex for the 
first time. “It was really sweet sex,” 
he explains, “but I freaked out that 
I might have AIDS and give it to 
my family, and didn’t have sex for 
another three years.” 

After returning home, Weigle 
spent two years singing in a heavy 
metal band. “A lot of what being 
in a really loud heavy metal band 
was about was being real angry 
and frustrated and not being able 


to come out, and pushing people 
away so they wouldn’t find out 
and reject me,” he confesses. “At 
the same time, I had this sensitive, 
gentle part inside; I would yell 
heavy metal, and then go home 
and write quiet songs on my 
acoustic guitar. My song ‘Celebri¬ 
ty,’ which I wrote in 1989, is about 
being in the band and being clos¬ 
eted.” 

After serving as a buddy and 
Service Coordinator at AIDS Pro¬ 
ject Minneapolis, Weigle came to 
San Francisco in 1990 to attend 
the New Pacific Academy, a sum¬ 
mer training school for political 
and social activists. Founded by 
Cleve Jones (who started the 
Names Project), its goal was to 
support and educate the next gen¬ 
eration of lesbian/gay leaders. 
While in San Francisco, Mark met 
his first lover, with whom he lived 
for three years. He also spent seven 
years working at a Crisis Center 
for teenagers, doing 25-hour shifts 
as a residential counselor. 

“When I first picked up guitar,” 
he confesses, “it was mostly a lot 
of processing and angst, and pro¬ 
cessing through my hurts. My 20s 
were about healing myself so I 
could put myself out to the world. 
Now I’ve integrated much more of 
the happy parts of life, because I 
can feel some happiness in my 
soul.” 

Billy boy 

Weigle’s coming out as a song¬ 
writer was at the talent shows of 
the Billy Club, a Northern Cali¬ 
fornia-based group of heart-cen¬ 
tered men whose mission is to es¬ 
tablish intimacy and community 
among gay and bisexual men, and 
to build bridges with supportive 
communities.

Deeper to the core

R arely does one en¬ 
counter a fully formed, 
openly gay singer/song¬ 
writer with such universal ap¬ 
peal as Mark Weigle. First 
there is the voice. Sometimes 
opened in full declaration, 
other times a near whisper of 
intimacies, it is an instrument 
that seems to speak directly 
from the man’s soul. Whether he is singing of “John,” a closeted 
married man whose “dam finally burst in a 25-cent peep show 
booth... and now he’ll never be the same,” or of Charles Anderson, 
a fictitious partner during World War II, Weigle’s voice flows di¬ 
rectly from his innermost being. 

Then there are the songs. The folk/pop melodies and rhythms 
are catchy; lyrics are deceptively simple, typified by Weigle’s song 
“Like So”: “We say so much instead of/AH that really needs to be 
said./ When we keep it simple/Believe what we know/It’s love, and 
we make it/Like so.” 

Weigle eschews obscure references in favor of words which 
speak from his heart to the heart of the listener. The truths ex¬ 
pressed in these songs, especially in love songs such as “Green,” are 
universal, speaking to our experience as loving gay people. 

Weigle’s debut album, The Truth Is, featured the direct vocal pre¬ 
sentation and simple accompaniment that are representative of 
what audiences hear in the concerts he performs around the coun¬ 
try. In what seems an attempt to achieve a more marketable sound, 
his new album All That Matters uses lots of reverb and overdub¬ 
bing, as well as more elaborate accompaniment, all of which seems 
unnecessary, given the beauty of Weigle’s voice. 

That the haunting beauty of the album’s final song, “I Confess,” 
won Weigle an Honorable Mention in the 1999 US Songwriting 
Competition may relate in part to the fact that it is the most min¬ 
imally processed song on the album. Be that as it may, all who value 
music as a way to move deeper to the core will discover great trea¬ 
sure in this album. ▼

tion I received from the Billies,” 
Weigle dedicated his first CD to 
the group. 

Weigle says he writes his gay 
songs “in a way that anyone can 
clue into them, in the same way 
that one doesn’t have to be black 
to connect with the emotions in 
The Color Purple. I want my music 
to be accessible enough so that the 
people who need to go a little 
deeper can hear it.” 

Weigle has chosen to push his 
“soul-rewarding” career on the 
grassroots level. At his busiest last 
April, he did 10 shows in 12 nights 
in New York and New Jersey, a mix 
of acoustic-music club dates, col¬ 
leges, gay community centers, 
Pride Festivals and house shows. 
Instead of targeting hip clubs, 
Weigle goes “where people are at,” 
building his mailing list and in¬ 
creasing his following. While he 
sometimes writes commercial 
country music for a publisher in 
Nashville, he acknowledges that 
he doesn’t fit the narrow country 
mold. 

“My music deals with emo¬ 
tions. It’s not dance music or 
cabaret or ultra hip/cool/trendy. 
It’s songs about my experience as a 
gay man, which resonate with a lot 
of other gay people who share 
some of my experiences. Some of 
it’s upbeat and fun, just like some 
of life is upbeat and fun, and some 
it is darker, like songs about losing 
a partner to AIDS, or a woman 
finding out her husband is gay. I 
get feedback from people that my 
songs have made them cry. To me, 
that’s a really great thing. Not all 
emotions are happy happy. This 
culture says that everything is

good if everyone is happy, and 
that’s just not the reality of life. 

“My stuff isn’t ultra-heavy. 
Even my song about losing a part¬ 
ner to AIDS, which is about my 
friend’s ex-lover, is about learning 
that the love I had for him is real, 
and no one will ever be able to 
convince me otherwise. What we 
shared through his dying was so 
powerful and such a gift of love 
that it reinforced my belief that 
our love was real, contrary to what 
everybody insisted about homo- 
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growing borderlands of identi¬ 
ty politics. Rowe, a mixed- 
blood Chicano, mixes memo¬ 
ry, performance poetry and 
traditional theater techniques 
to navigate the collapsing bi¬ 
naries of queer/straight, 
Anglo/minority.

I t takes more than a village to create 
a tranny — it takes a Drag Mother, 
and you’re going to need one if you 
want to win this Sunday’s Sixth An¬ 
nual Klubstitute Kollective “Vir¬ 
gin Queen Contest.” All the contes¬ 
tants will have them, because they 
make stars shine. They’re gem polish¬ 
ers, and you’d better get one polishing 
yours if you want to succeed. 

Put yourself, for a moment, in the 
place of a contestant. Imagine the 
dread of being yet another, eminently 
disposable “first-time tranny” faced 
with the daunting task of transforming 
“him” self into “her” self, exchanging 
brawn for beauty, bravado for bravada. 

Trannies, like diamonds, are carved 
out of rough material. They start with 
innumerable human flaws: hairy legs 
and torsos, darkly whiskered chins, 
lamentable eyelashes, no hips, no 
boobs, and unsightly bulges where 
there ought to be deep clefts.

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A farewell to video

t’s never too late to be up to 
, | date, I always say. So I went out 
and bought myself a DVD 
player, and am I glad. They’re not 
expensive, and there’s no better 
way to watch porn. The high-res¬ 
olution picture and CD quality 
sound of DVDs are an incredi¬ 
ble improvement on video- _ 
tape, which, like vinyl 
records, is a clumsy 
medium which actually 
consumes itself during 
usage — and is bulky 
and unattractive to store. 

Yet while the sharper pic¬ 
ture and 
surround 
stereo 
sound 

quality are delectable, what’s even 
groovier about DVDs is the acces¬ 
sibility they provide. DVDs have 
the same instant internal access, to 
any given second that you want, as 
does a CD. Think of it: no more 
rewinding, fast-forwarding, or 
waiting around with time on your 
hands when what you really want 
on them is lube. 

Got an urge to see Mr. Super¬ 
stud right now? Pop the disc in 
and there he is. You can bookmark 
favorite scenes, keypad in the 
exact frame at which you want the 
DVD to start, or simply use the 
Chapter divisions provided. Once 
there, you can loop sequences to 
repeat, and play any number of 
tricks with how they unfold, with 
a variety of manipulations un¬ 
heard of with video. Not only can 
you view your DVDs backwards 
and forwards at four increasingly 
faster speeds that always keep the 
picture in view, but you can have 
four speeds of slow motion, from 
a picture-perfect freeze frame to a 
smoothly gliding slo-mo. That 
freeze frame makes a doozy of a 
keepsake, with neither wiggle nor 
blur, of any precise second of thrill 
that works for you, like when the 


splooge hits its mark, for instance. 
It makes me wonder why DVDs 
routinely come with the extras of 
photo galleries and slide shows, 
when DVD technology makes the 
entire movie a photogravure of 
your own selection. 

Watching porn on DVD is so 
swell that I want to replace my en¬ 
tire porn collection, or at least my 
few dozen favorites, with 
their DVD versions. 
And I couldn’t have 
had a better place to 
start revamping than 
, with the catalogue 
of Titan Media, 
which has been hand¬ 
somely remastered to 
DVD for 
release by 
Atomic 
Video. I’ve 
been a fan of Titan director Bruce 
Cam for a long time. He’s got a 
healthy sexuality, and he wraps up 
butch and romantic in one strong 
package that delights me. 

You rarely find his performers 
looking like they’re doing it for the 
paycheck. Desert Train is a good 
example of this combo, although 
it has a touch of melancholy that’s 
a damper for me. Cam honed in 
on this formula with Island 
Guardian, but then really hit the 
zenith of his butch-yet-romantic 
mode in the recent Eruption. Al¬ 
though this lush Hawaiian vaca¬ 
tion is gloriously filmed, the trav¬ 
elogue footage never overtakes the 
sex, which is fabulous — playful 
yet strong. 

Shorn of the special effects 
overlays that obscured the action 
in its initial release, the “Hardcore 
Sex Edit” of Fallen Angel II makes 
for a hard-hitting example of 
Cam’s work in a rugged leather- 
orgy mode. And the earlier Fallen 
Angel has that classic sequence in 
which Cole Tucker, reduced to 
tears, whimpers a manly thanks to 
the guys who’ve just worked him 
over with tools of both flesh and 
rubber. It’s too bad Tucker’s re¬ 


cently been perfecting his 
Siegfried & Roy impersonation; 
check out this DVD to catch a 
paragon of manliness at his best, 
most real moment. 

But the Titan DVD that’s most 
entranced me is River Patrol. After 
all, it’s a showcase for the aggres¬ 
sive and fierce role playing of York 
Powers, a huge slab o’ man with a 
man-sized slab of meat. Jeez, he’s 
rough. River Patrol makes the 
most of his masterful skill at dom¬ 
ination, which sets the tone for the 
whole film. Everybody gets pun¬ 
ished in this one, and they love it, 
although they most skillfully pre¬ 
tend they don’t. Powers is 
matched with gypsy-eyed Cliff 
Parker, who was his lover at the 
time, and the scenes of subjuga¬ 
tion they play out are among the 
most believable I’ve seen, and es¬ 
pecially delectable for their table 
turning. Powers is as nasty on the 
bottom as he is on top. I love it 
when Powers catches Parker loaf¬ 
ing by the side of a river and rips 
off his clothes, throws him down 
in the mud, and pisses all over 
him. As Marilyn once said in a 
similar situation, “It makes me feel 
goose-pimply all over.” 

River Patrol also features 
sinewy uber-bottom Max Holden, 
and the Titan debut of Rusty 
Samuels, that strikingly white¬ 
bodied, red-headed beauty who’s 
nearly as pushy as Powers. Come 
to think of it, I really love this 
movie, with its brooding tone of 
forceful but not forced masculin¬ 
ity, and its aggressive but not de¬ 
meaning psycho-dramas. And, oh, 
it’s a cock movie, a succession of 
sturdy beauties each more vital 
than the preceding, and each 
gloated over by Bruce Cam’s rapt 
camera. Bless Titan for rushing 
their videos onto disc, and bless 
the freeze frame and slo-mo of my 
new DVD player. DVD is how 
porn was meant to be seen. ▼
